•  In  addition  to  the  interesting  facts 
presented  by  William  Childress  in 
"The  Deadly  Lilliputians"  (June), 
it  would  be  useful  for  your  readers  to 
know  that  those  who  have  had  gener- 
alized allergic  reactions  to  honeybee, 
yellow  jacket,  hornet  or  wasp  stings 
can  be  treated  and  future  reactions 
prevented  by  immunization,  using 
venom  from  the  insects  themselves. 
These  new  materials  have  been  FDA 
approved  for  use  in  the  U.  S.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  Ana-Kit,  a  new  automatic 
injector,  the  Epi-Pen,  is  also  avail- 
able. However,  these  two  items  will 
not  be  helpful  in  treating  the  toxic 
effects  of  spider  and  scorpion  venom. 
Also,  it  should  be  mentioned  that  al- 
though insect  repellents  may  be  ef- 
fective in  preventing  attacks  by  bit- 
ing insects,  they  do  not  prevent  bees, 
yellow  jackets,  hornets  or  wasps  from

Big  Issues 


Should  Congress  Rescind 


The  National  55  M.P.H.  Speed  Limit? 


Rep.  Ronald 
C.  Marlenee 
(R-MT) 


Yes.    Our  federally  imposed 

maximum  speed  limit  is  a  prime  ex- 
ample of  needless  government  med- 
dling and  interference  with  states' 
rights. 

The  nationwide  55  mph  speed 
limit,  in  basic  terms,  is  nothing  more 
than  an  ill-conceived  and  unwar- 
ranted decree  that  55  mph  is  the 
safest  and  most  practical  speed 
limit  for  every  state  throughout  the 
entire  country. 
I  believe  each  state,  not  the  federal  government, 
should  have  the  right  to  determine  what  is  its  own  safest 
and  most  practical  speed  limit. 

Since  its  beginnings  in  1974,  compliance  with  the  55 
mph  speed  limit  has  drastically  dropped.  The  Depart- 
ment of  Transportation  now  admits  that  over  half  Ameri- 
ca's drivers  routinely  break  the  speed  limit  law. 

Statistical  evidence  once  used  to  claim  the  effective- 
ness of  the  limit  has  been  disputed  by  the  Institute  of 
Transportation  Studies,  in  reports  to  the  National  Sci- 
ence Foundation  and  in  other  independent  studies. 

Slower  speeds  do  save  fuel,  but  under  that  theory 
alone  if  we  drove  30  mph  or  if  we  didn't  drive  at  all  we 
could  save  even  more  fuel.  There  is  a  point  where  this 
theory  is  not  cost  beneficial.  Each  state  should  decide 
at  what  speed  limit  it  reaches  maximum  efficiency. 

Other  methods,  methods  not  forced  upon  the  individ- 
ual by  federal  law,  save  more  fuel  than  driving  55  mph. 
Properly  inflated  tires,  frequent  tuneups  and  the  use  of 
radial  tires  all  save  more  energy  than  driving  55  mph. 

Another  consideration  is  that  petroleum  used  for  high- 
way travel  accounts  for  only  one-quarter  of  our  energy 
needs.  Statistics  compiled  by  the  Department  of  Trans- 
portation and  the  American  Petroleum  Institute  show  the 
greatest  savings  through  the  55  mph  is  only  about  one- 
half  of  one  percent  of  our  energy  requirements. 

Yet  this  comparably  small  fuel  savings  is  costing  \ax- 
payers  over  $3  billion  annually  in  enforcement  and  moni- 
toring costs  by  federal,  state  and  local  traffic  services. 

The  cost  is  so  great,  in  fact,  that  it  would  be  less  ex- 
pensive to  give  every  driver  who  doesn't  currently  use 
them  a  new  set  of  radial  tires. 

But  safety,  of  course,  not  cost,  is  the  real  concern.  I'm 
convinced  each  state  legislature  can  best  determine  what 
its  safest  speed  limit  should  be. 

I  don't  believe  each  state  would,  or  should,  choose  the 
same  speed  limit.  What  is  a  safe  driving  speed  on  a  flat 
stretch  of  deserted  western  highway  may  not  be  a  safe 
driving  speed  on  a  crowded  eastern  freeway. 

But  that's  exactly  my  point.  Let  each  state  decide.  Let 
Montana  set  its  own  safe  speed  limit.  Let  New  Jersey 
set  its  own  safe  speed  limit. 

It's  time  this  unpopular,  impractical  and  unneeded 
federal  speed  limit  be  abolished.  Just  as  Prohibition,  it's 
an  ignored  law;  a  failed  government  experiment.

4.4  percent  despite  a  30  percent  rise  in  traffic,  and  we  are 
saving  33.4  billion  gallons  of  fuel  annually — a  saving 
which  could  double  if  every  motorist  obeyed  the  law. 

Is  it  any  wonder  that  the  latest  Gallup  Poll  shows 
more  than  75  percent  of  the  American  people  want  to 
keep  this  life-saving  law  on  the  statute  books? 

The  55  mph  speed  limit  is  not  some  figure  plucked  out 
of  the  air  by  power-grabbing  lawmakers  in  Washington. 
It  was  arrived  at  after  long  and  exhaustive  tests  con- 
ducted at  the  request  of  the  Congress  by  public  and  pri- 
vate researchers,  including  government  experts,  automo- 
tive manufacturers  and  truck  fleet  operators. 

These  tests  showed  conclusively  that  the  probability  of 
a  highway  crash  resulting  in  fatality  doubles  as  the  speed 
increases  from  45  to  60  mph  and  doubles  again  from  60 
to  70  mph.  And  today,  with  an  increasing  number  of 
small  and  more  vulnerable  cars  on  the  road,  the  risk  of 
high  speed  driving  is  unquestionably  greater. 

In  the  face  of  all  these  odds,  and  the  weight  of  public 
opinion,  Congress  is  being  pressured  now  by  the  Admin- 
istration and  a  number  of  western  state  legislators  to 
scrap  the  national  law  and  turn  all  enforcement  over  to 
"local  option." 

In  an  effort  to  circumvent  the  law,  the  Nevada  legis- 
lature has  gone  so  far  as  to  pass  a  statute  imposing  a 
token  fine  of  $5  for  speeders  doing  between  55  and  70 
mph.  This,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  Nevada's  1979  high- 
way death  rates — 6.3  per  100  million  vehicle-miles,  52 
per  100,000  population  and  5.6  per  registered  vehicle — 
were  the  highest  in  the  nation.  And  Representative  Mar- 
lenee's  home  state  of  Montana  is  not  far  behind  with 
rates  of  4.9,  42.2  and  3.5  percent,  respectively. 

Contrast  that  with  my  own  state  of  New  Jersey,  where 
the  55  mph  law  is  strictly  enforced.  Our  death  rates  for 
that  same  year  were  2.1  per  100  million  miles  driven,  15.6 
per  100,000  population  and  2.8  per  registered  vehicle — 
the  lowest  in  the  nation. 

In  Wyoming,  which  ranks  second  only  to  Nevada  in 
the  dubious  competition  for  high-speed  fatality  leader- 
ship, a  state  senator  has  introduced  legislation  setting  the 
speed  limit  at  65  mph,  with  the  explanation  that  the  55 
mph  limit  "is  boring  people  to  death." 

To  which  I  can  only  reply:  "Better  bored  than  dead." 
Keep  the  55  mph  limit!

News  to  Use 


New  Trend:  '  Utilitarian  Education" 


The  trend  now  in  public  schools  is  to  provide  a  "practical"  or  "utilitarian" 
education  that  presumably  will  put  the  kids  into  line  with  today's  realities. 
Resultantly,  many  of  the  so-called  "experiments"  of  the  past,  as  well  as  some 
"classical"  studies,  are  being  soft-pedaled  or  even  dropped  entirely.  So  brace 
yourself  for  courses  such  as  these: 

Computer  literacy:  This  one  is  sweeping  the  nation.  The  idea  is  to  show 
youngsters  the  possibilities,  workings  and  basic  mathematics  of  computers 
so  that  the  coming  generation  will  be  prepared  for  the  world  of  tomorrow. 

New  vocationally  oriented  courses:  Workshop  and  home  economics  studies 
are  long-standing  staples.  But  now  there's  a  new  twist:  Boys  being  encouraged 
to  participate  in  home  economics  (once  the  sole  domain  of  girls)  and  girls  are 
invited  to  study  industrial  arts  (heretofore  a  male  monopoly). 

Arithmetic:  The  old,  "regular"  arithmetic — once  nudged  aside  by  the  "new 
math" — is  back  on  top  again.  Where  the  "new  math"  still  is  taught,  it's 
usually  in  conjunction  with  the  "regular"  form. 

Personal  care:  Health  education  continues  to  be  on  the  upswing.  Also, 
some  schools  are  instituting  instruction  in  personal  finances. 

Other:  To  get  kids  to  read  more,  they  are  being  urged  to  pursue  subjects 
related  to  their  experiences  (including  what  they  see  on  TV),  and  there's 
a  growing  stress  on  community,  as  well  as  global,  affairs.  Meantime,  many 
schools  are  getting  much  tougher  about  promoting  kids  whose  knowledge  of 
reading  and  arithmetic  is  wobbly. 

A  Slightly  Fatter  Wallet  Now? 

Note  these  trends  that  will  have  a  bearing  on  your  pocketbook: 

1.  The  prices  of  household  goods,  appliances  and  furniture  likely  will 
remain  sluggish  as  long  as  the  slump  in  new  housing  construction  continues. 
In  fact,  sales  and  promotions  are  cropping  up  regularly,  so  keep  an  eye 
open  for  bargains.  Exception:  Microwave  ovens — they're  still  selling  like 
hot  cakes,  but  the  range  of  models  is  now  so  wide  that  usually  you  can  find 
an  item  to  fit  your  budget. 

2.  Food  prices  aren't  rising  as  much  as  expected  earlier.  Contrary  to 
predictions,  many  items  are  showing  declines  because  of  high  farm  produc- 
tion. The  most  notable  instance  is  coffee  whose  supply  is  way  ahead  of 
demand,  causing  price  drops  that  should  persist  at  least  another  year. 

3.  If  you  have  an  older  model  car  with  a  high  compression  engine,  don't 
rashly  trade  it  in  because  you  no  longer  can  find  premium  leaded  gasoline 
(it's  being  phased  out).  John  D.  Fobian,  director  of  automotive  engineering 
for  AAA,  has  this  advice:  Fill  your  tank  with  half  unleaded  gas  and  half 
regular  leaded  fuel  (get  the  best  of  each  available).  This  should  give  you 
an  octane  high  enough  to  operate  your  vehicle  properly.  Experiment  with 
the  proportions  until  you  hit  the  one  right  for  your  car. 

Life  Grows  More  Home  Centered 

Nostalgia:  Memories  of  wartime  experiences  are  so  haunting  that  books 
and  movies  by  the  score  thrive  on  them.  Now  add  a  new  dimension:  The 
home  video  market.  The  makers  of  video  discs  have  been  issuing  a  selection 
of  the  better-known  war  and  war-related  films  and  found  that  they  immedi- 
ately became  top  sellers.  Among  them:  "The  Longest  Day,"  "Sands  of  Iwo 
Jima,"  "Victory  at  Sea,"  "Stalag  17."  Prices:  From  about  $15  to  $25  per  disc. 

Self-Medication:  Do-it-yourself  treatment  of  minor  ailments  has  grown 
to  such  proportions  that  some  700  over-the-counter  medicines  are  currently 
on  the  market.  If  you  want  to  know  what's  in  them  and  how  to  use  them 
properly,  consult  one  of  a  dozen  or  so  guidebooks  available  in  bookstores  and 
libraries.  A  new  one  ("PDR  for  Nonprescription  Drugs")  is  published  by  a 
highly  reputable  medical  publishing  house.

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Baseball

In  our  sometimes  weirdly  uninhib- 
ited lifestyle,  baseball  umpires  are  of- 
ten associated  more  with  "boo"  than 
with  the  blue  they  wear.  They  seem 
to  blend  into  a  faceless  background 
in  which  the  various  hand  and  arm 
signals  with  which  they  determine 
the  progress  of  the  game  become  less 
automated  and  more  pronounced 
only  when  they  go  against  the  home 
team. 

Partially  as  a  result  of  the  spitball 
coming  to  the  forefront  again  due  to 
the  Oakland  A's  "Billy  Ball,"  this 
season  promised  even  more  rhubarbs, 
more  castigation  of  umpires — on  the 
field  as  well  as  from  the  stands. 
Though  a  strike-shortened  season 
lessened  the  number  of  verbal  as- 
saults, still  the  sounds  of  violence 
echoed  whenever  and  wherever  um- 
pires plied  their  trade. 

Booooooo!  Kill  the  umpire  and  lor 
his  various  family  members! 

Even  the  San  Diego  Chicken  gets 
into  the  act,  throttling  a  dummy  um- 
pire while  the  flesh  and  blood  umps 
can  only  laugh  outwardly  on  the  side- 
lines. 

The  boos  can  come  from  as  far 
awav  as  3,000  miles.  Retired  Nation- 
al League  umpire  Augie  Donatelli 
knows  this  well. 

Scene:  Oakland.  Second  game  of 
1973  World  Series  between  A's  and 
New  York  Mets.  The  score  is  tied  6-6 
in  the  10th  with  Mets'  Wayne  Garrett 
on  first  and  Bud  Harrelson  on  third. 
Felix  Millan  sends  a  fly  to  leftfielder 
Joe  Rudi,  who  fires  a  throw  to  the 
left  of  the  plate.  Catcher  Ray  Fosse 
grabs  it  and  stabs  at  Harrelson  with 
his  glove. 

Then  the  fans  and  television  see 
Donatelli  falling  forward  in  a  Mack 
Sennett-like  pratfall  as  he  makes  an 
out  sign.  Mets  fans  roar:  "How 
could  he  see  it  if  he  was  falling!" 

Donatelli  laughs  as  he  demon- 
strates the  pratfall  in  his  St.  Peters- 
burg condominium:  "My  leg  slipped 
but  I  saw  the  tag.  In  fact,  Fosse  said 
to  me:  'I  had  him,'  and  I  replied: 
'Yeah,  but  that  was  a  sissy  tag.'  " 

Donatelli  tells  it  like  it  is,  and 
Fosse,  he  says,  agrees.  Anyway,  the 
boos  erupting  from  New  York 
stopped  in  the  12th  inning  when  the 
Mets  finally  won  10-7. 

Point:  Umpires  are  human,  fans. 
And,  as  you  see,  they  also  have  a 


sense  of  humor. 

Considering  that  they  are  on  the 
history-making  pressure  spot  more 
than  most  people,  obviously  they 
must  retain  that  sense  of  humor  or 
wind  up  in  a  paddy  wagon. 

Donatelli's  career  supplies  another 
example  of  this. 

It  comes  under  the  heading  of  the 
Great  Drysdale  Strip. 

Scene:  Los  Angeles,  June  8,  1968. 
Dodger  ace  Don  Drysdale  enters  the 
game  with  the  Philadelphia  Phils 
holding  a  National  League  record  of 
54  straight  scoreless  innings.  Next 
plateau:  The  55-year-old  major 
league  record  of  56  innings  estab- 
lished by  the  great  Walter  Johnson. 

Plate  umpire:  Augie  Donatelli. 

"You  ask  if  we  had  the  same  prob- 
lems in  those  days  as  now — spitballs, 
greaseballs,  cut  balls,  etc.,  being 
thrown  by  pitchers,"  says  Donatelli. 
"Yes,  we  did.  I  knew  about  Drys- 
dale's  greaseball  but  I'm  not  going 
to  strip  him  when  he's  going  for  a 
record.  It's  just  too  late  to  stop  it. 
Six  other  umpires  hadn't  (reference 
to  plate  umpires  in  Drysdale's  previ- 
ous six-straight  shutouts) . 

"But  after  he  broke  the  record  by 
blanking  the  Phils  through  the  first 
four  innings,  I  say  to  him:  'Don, 
you're  throwing  the  grease  ball.'  He 
says:  'Aw,  Augie,  you  know  I  don't.' 
I  say:  'That  vaseline  has  the  darn- 
dest  odor  I've  ever  smelled!'  At  that 
point,  I  just  had  the  urge  all  of  a 
sudden  and  I  jump  up  (Donatelli  is 
about  5'  10",  Drysdale  6'  6"),  yank 
off  his  hat  and  grab  a  handful  of  hair. 
The  people  are  booing.  I  say:  'Now 
you  want  me  to  show  it  (the 
grease)?'  He  says:  'All  right,  all 
right,  what  do  you  want  me  to  do?'  I 
say,  'Don't  go  any  higher  than  your 
shoulder  with  your  hand.'  He  says, 
'I  won't.' 

"The  next  inning  the  Phils  finally 
got  a  run  and  later  added  two  more," 
Donatelli  laughs. 

Possibly  one  might  wonder  why  ob- 
viously level-headed,  sane  people  vol- 
untarily make  themselves  the  object 
of  disaffection,  as  do  umpires.  There 
are  many  reasons,  but  a  most  signifi- 
cant characteristic  is  the  lengths  they 
sometimes  go  to  become  one.  The 
"lengths"  were  heights  in  one  case. 

American  League  umpire  Richie 
Garcia  in  years  past  at  5'  8V2"  would 
have  been  too  small  by  major

SOVIET 
THREAT 


Feeling  the  weight 
of  Soviet  power, 
Europe  searches  for  a 
united  response

In  Western  Europe,  the  Soviet  threat 
is  considered  genuine — as  it  is  in 
North  America.  There,  however, 
countering  it  is  literally  a  question 
of  survival  and  the  time  in  which  to 
do  so  is  considered  short.  Addition- 
ally, Western  Europe  cannot  success- 
fully face  the  Soviet  Union  alone. 

Without  the  United  States,  West- 
ern Europe  would  be  starkly  at  the 
mercy  of  the  Soviet  giant,  despite 
the  nuclear  deterrents  in  the  hands 
of  the  British  and  French.  Indeed, 
American    citizens    cannot  derive 
much  comfort  from  this  European 
dependence  on  the  United  States. 
For  if  Western  Europe  were  "Fin- 
landized" — that  is,  reduced  to  the 
status  of  Russia's  small  and  gallant 
neighbor  Finland,  running  its  own 
affairs  internally  but  unable  to  do 
nything  in  foreign  affairs  without 
Moscow's  consent — then  it  would 
not  be  long  before  the  U.S.,  too, 
felt  the  weight  of  Soviet  power, 
even  if  no  missiles  were  un- 
leashed against  American  targets. 

How,  then,  do  the  European  al- 
ies  of  the  U.S.  deal  with  the  Soviet 
threat?  There  are,  roughly,  three  pos- 
sible responses  to  a  threat  of  this 
obvious  magnitude:    yield  to  it,  ap- 
pease it,  or  stand  up  to  it. 

The  quickest  way  of  answering  my 
own  question  is  to  say  that,  broadly 
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speaking,  the  West  European  gov- 
ernments do  acknowledge  the  threat 
posed  by  the  Soviet  Union  and  they 
do  want  to  stand  up  to  it;  however, 
a  serious  obstacle  is  encountered  in 
that  the  governments  are  increasing- 
ly bound  to  take  into  account  the 
more  timid  politicians  and  citizen 
pressure  groups.  They  are  the  voices 
heard  around  the  world  as  advocates 
of  appeasement,  unilateral  disarma- 
ment and  Soviet  support. 

The  Western  European  view  of  the 
Soviet  threat,  however,  is  a  complex 
one  despite  considerable  support  for 
America's  goals.  There  are  nuances 
that  must  be  considered.  For  ex- 
ample, in  any  question  concerning 
the  Western  alliance,  one  must  con- 
sider France  apart  from  the  rest.  In 
1969,  General  de  Gaulle,  for  national- 
ist reasons  of  his  own,  led  France 
out  of  NATO's  integrated  military 
structure,  although  France  remained 
a  member  of  the  alliance.  Thus,  de 
Gaulle  gave  President  Kennedy  un- 
questioning support  at  the  time  of 
the  Cuban  missile  crisis  in  October 
1962,  yet  he  shunned  joint  military 
exercises  with  other  members  of 
NATO. 

Now,  however,  France's  attitude 
toward  the  Soviet  threat  must  be  in 
doubt  because  of  the  outcome  of  the 
recent  French  Presidential  elections 
wherein  the  French  people  voted  into 
power  the  Socialist  leader  M.  Fran- 
cois Mitterrand.  Out  went  President 
Valery  Giscard  d'  Estaing,  a  former 
favorite  of  de  Gaulle,  who  had  previ- 
ously defeated  Mitterrand  in  1974. 

As  soon  as  he  was  elected,  Mitter- 
rand dissolved  parliament  and  called 
fresh  general  elections,  which  his 
party  won  sweepingly,  with  an  ab- 
solute majority.  Many  people  hoped 
he  would  therefore  dispense  with  his 
controversial  semi-allies,  the  Com- 
munists, and  leave  them  out  of  his 
government.  But  this  was  wishful 
thinking.  The  Communists  had 
made  the  Socialist  victory  possible 
by  standing  down  in  constituencies 
in  which  the  Socialist  candidate 
stood  a  better  chance  of  winning 
than  the  Communist.  After  the  poll, 
they  claimed  the  price  for  their  sup- 
port, even  though  they  had  polled 
only  15  percent  or  so  of  the  total 
vote. 

So  the  Communists  were  given 
four  government  posts,  two  of  them 
of  great  importance.  The  Minister  of 


Transportation,  Charles  Fiterman, 
for  instance,  has  control  over  the 
whole  of  the  country's  air  and  sur- 
face communications.  He  is  particu- 
larly close  to  the  Soviet  Communist 
Party.  Moreover,  as  a  Minister  of 
State  he  outranks  the  new  (and 
anti-Communist)  Foreign  Minister, 
Claude  Cheysson.  Another  Commu- 
nist, Anicet  Le  Pors,  as  Minister  for 
the  Public  Service,  in  effect  has 
control  over  France's  entire  bureau- 
cracy.

Understandably,  these  appoint- 
ments aroused  concern  in  Washing- 
ton, if  only  on  security  grounds. 
Vice  President  Bush,  on  a  State  visit 
in  Paris,  expressed  his  concern  to 
President  Mitterrand  on  June  24; 
and  the  State  Department  issued  a 
strong  communique  on  the  same 
lines  that  evening.  It  should  be  re- 
membered, of  course,  that  although 
the  French  Communist  Party  has 
had  to  declare  its  loyalty  and  sup- 
port for  the  government,  now  that 
the  party  is  in  that  government,  it 
remains  (with  the  Portuguese  par- 
ty) the  most  Moscow-aligned  Com- 
munist Party  in  Western  Europe. 

As  if  to  reassure  France's  allies, 
however,  both  the  President  and 
Foreign  Minister  Cheysson  have 
since  publicly  and  repeatedly  de- 
clared their  total  opposition  to  the 
deployment  by  the  Soviet  Union  of 
the  formidable  SS-20  missiles  (see 
below),  and  unconditional  support 
for  the  acceptance  by  the  European 
members  of  NATO  of  the  new  gen- 
eration of  American  nuclear  weap- 
ons. Both  men  declared  themselves 
in  favor  of  arms  reduction  talks  with 
the  Soviets,  but  only  from  a  position 
of  strength.  This  stance,  which  close- 
ly matches  that  of  the  U.S.  Admin- 
istration, must  be  welcomed,  and 
strengthens  the  hand  of  Chancellor 
Schmidt  of  Germany  (see  below). 

Against  this,  the  new  French  gov- 
ernment seems  set  on  a  collision 
course  with  America  in  El  Salvador 


and  elsewhere  in  Central  America; 
and  likewise  over  policy  towards 
Southern  Africa.  The  President's 
wife,  Danielle  Mitterrand,  for  in- 
stance, heads  a  left-wing  committee 
dedicated  to  helping  the  Cuban- 
backed  insurgents  in  El  Salvador.  As 
for  South  Africa,  the  French  gov- 
ernment is  outspokenly  hostile  to 
South  Africa  and  backs  the  UN  po- 
sition on  Namibia  (formerly  South- 
West  Africa  and  under  South  Afri- 
can protection) .  The  Administra- 
tion's stance  is  markedly  different 
in  both  these  areas.  Problems  are 
bound  to  arise. 

The  inescapable  conclusion  is  this: 
French  politics  will  play  a  major 
role  in  determining  the  degree  of 
French  support  for  American  policies 
aimed  at  the  Soviet  Union  and,  for 
the  time  being,  there  may  be  rough 
sledding  ahead. 

The  other  West  European  allies, 
unlike  France,  are  "integrated" 
NATO  members;  here  again,  though, 
the  play  of  domestic  politics  is  in- 
escapable. As  regards  these  inte- 
grated allies,  there  are  two  issues  at 
stake — one  major,  and  the  other  rela- 
tively minor. 

The  major  one  is  a  survival  ques- 
tion: are  the  European  allies  going 
to  deploy  the  new  generation  of 
American  missiles  on  their  soil,  the 
so-called  "theater  nuclear  weapons"? 
The  minor  question  is:  are  the  Euro- 
peans going  to  increase  their  net  de- 
fense expenditures  by  3  percent  as  has 
been  requested  of  them? 

Examining  the  major  question 
first:  in  a  fateful  meeting  of  NATO's 
Foreign  and  Defense  ministers  in 
Brussels  in  December  1979,  it  was 
agreed  that  the  new  weapons — the 
Pershing  II  launchers  and  the 
ground-launched  cruise  missiles — 
would  be  deployed  when  they  were 
available.  The  need  for  them  was 
recognized,  for  without  them  there 
was  no  way  to  deter  or  counter  the 
terrible  threat  of  the  Soviet  SS-20 
medium-range  missiles  with  inde- 
pendently targeted  warheads.  From  a 
European  viewpoint,  it  was  regretta- 
ble that  the  SS-20s  were  excluded 
from  the  Strategic  Arms  Limitation 
Talks  between  the  U.S.  and  the 
USSR  because  they  are  the  only 
"strategic"  weapons  capable  of  hit- 
ting America  from  Russia  and  vice 
versa.  A  single,  devastating  attack  by

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Surrender  On 

CEBU 

The  Japanese  couldn't 
believe  the  war  was  lost

/t  was  a  ceremonial  day,  a  day  made  for  generals. 
Seven  were  on  hand:  three  winners  and  four  losers. 
The  victors  and  the  vanquished  faced  one  another 
on  a  wide,  grassy  field  under  high  summer  clouds. 
Behind  the  generals,  their  lieutenants  stood  in  rows. 
Some  distance  off,  where  the  ground  fell  away  from 
the  knoll  on  which  the  generals  stood,  the  ranks  of 
troops  stirred  restlessly  in  the  heat.  Many  were  bored, 
in  a  hurry  to  get  on  with  it  and  on  to  other  things. 
Many,  having  been  disarmed,  were  disconsolate  and 
fearful. 

From  the  cluster  of  victorious  officers,  the  senior  gen- 
eral stepped  forward,  an  aide  at  his  side.  The  first  of 
his  defeated  adversaries  unbuckled  his  sword  and  handed 
it  to  his  conqueror,  who  handed  it  to  his  aide.  Then  one 
by  one,  in  turn,  three  other  generals  and  an  admiral  gave 
up  their  swords  in  token  of  surrender. 

Thus,  with  time-worn  symbolism,  another  battle  re- 
ceded into  history,  another  vanquished  army  shuffled 
forward  to  captivity. 

The  date  was  August  28,  1945,  two  weeks  after  the 
end  of  World  War  II.  This  was  the  Japanese  surrender 
on  Cebu  Island,  the  cigar-shaped,  verdant  centerpiece  of 
the  Visayan  Islands  of  the  Central  Philippines.  With 
these  formalities  at  the  village  of  Ilihan,  a  cluster  of 
houses  near  Cebu's  northern  tip,  nearly  10,000  Japanese 
survivors  of  a  fierce  three-month  battle  began  laying 
down  their  arms.

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To  some  observers  of  the  gentlemanly  proceedings,  the 
time  was  out  of  joint.  Like  other  island  battles  of  the 
Pacific  war,  the  battle  for  Cebu  had  been  savagely 
fought.  In  96  days  of  combat,  the  Japanese  lost  more 
than  9,300  soldiers.  The  U.S.  Army's  Americal  Division 
— formed  three  years  earlier  in  New  Caledonia  from 
units  of  the  Massachusetts,  Illinois  and  North  Dakota 
National  Guards — suffered  2,400  casualties:  458  dead 
and  missing,  1,969  wounded. 

A  U.S.  soldier  who  faced  capture  during  this  campaign 
could  expect  no  quarter.  Fresh  in  my  own  memory  that 
day  at  Ilihan  was  the  sight  of  an  American  infantryman 
seized  by  the  enemy  during  an  unexpected  firefight. 
When  the  Japanese  withdrew  after  the  skirmish,  they 
left  behind  his  body,  decapitated  and  gored  by  bayonets. 
I  could  not  reconcile  the  courtesies  of  Ilihan  with  such 
barbarity. 

The  spectacular  surrender  on  Cebu  and  the  artful 
means  by  which  it  was  arranged  attracted  little  notice 
at  the  time.  Indeed,  the  campaign  to  drive  the  Japanese 
from  the  Central  Philippines  was  one  of  the  better  kept 
secrets  of  the  war.  After  General  MacArthur's  finely 
orchestrated  return  to  Leyte  and  the  subsequent  libera- 
tion of  Manila  and  Luzon,  the  attention  of  the  public 
was  focused  farther  north,  on  Iwo  Jima,  Okinawa  and  the 
islands  of  Japan  itself.  By  August  28,  the  day  of  the 
commotion  at  Ilihan,  Emperor  Hirohito's  capitulation 
was  two  weeks  old;  U.S.  troops  and  ships  were  hustling 
north  to  occupy  the  enemy's  home  islands,  and  the  sur- 
render for  which  the  world  had  waited — in  Tokyo  Bay, 
aboard  the  battleship  Missouri — still  lay  ahead. 

But  to  those  who  witnessed  it,  the  denouement  at 
Ilihan  was  bizarre.  To  begin  with,  the  surrender  was 
difficult  to  arrange  because  the  Japanese  on  Cebu  didn't 
know  the  war  was  over.  They  were  isolated  in  a  corner 
of  the  island,  without  working  radios.  When  Hirohito 
called  upon  his  troops  to  end  the  fighting,  his  message 
did  not  reach  Cebu. 

The  Americal  Division's  commander,  Maj.  Gen.  Wil- 
liam H.  Arnold,  tried  to  get  it  through  by  air  drop.  On 
August  16,  thousands  of  leaflets  rained  down  on  the 
Japanese  sanctuaries.  The  message  was  both  a  news 
bulletin  and  an  invitation  to  surrender. 

"Japanese  forces  throughout  the  world  have  surren- 
dered by  order  of  his  August  Majesty,  the  Emperor  of 
Japan,"  it  stated.  "On  14  August  1945,  it  was  officially 
proclaimed  that  Japanese  wherever  they  might  be  would 
lay  down  their  arms,  having  realized  that  peace  was 
the  only  solution  to  a  hopeless  cause. 

"Now  that  your  Emperor  has  come  to  an  honorable 
agreement,  we  feel  that  you  on  Cebu  should  come  to  us 
as  we  have  always  wanted  you  to.  In  the  past  some  of 
you  have  taken  advantage  of  our  guarantees  of  fair  and 
kind  treatment.  Now  that  hostilities  have  ceased,  lay 
down  your  arms  and  come  to  us.  You  will  be  treated 
fairly  according  to  the  rules  of  the  Hague  and  Geneva 
Conventions.  There  is  one  point  where  you  can  assemble 
and  be  collected:  Sacsac.  Come  to  the  above  point  un- 
armed during  daylight  hours  waving  this  leaflet." 

The  Japanese,  lacking  aircraft,  used  a  tree  for  their 
reply.  On  August  17,  they  nailed  a  message  to  it:  "We 
do  not  believe  your  propaganda." 

Again  General  Arnold  struck  from  the  air.  His  new

leaflets  expressed  hurt  that  his  integrity  was  doubted. 
Then  they  invited  the  Japanese  commander,  Lt.  Gen. 
Sadashi  Kataoka,  to  send  an  emissary  to  U.S.  head- 
quarters to  determine  whether  U.S.  victory  claims  were 
true. 

Again  Kataoka  replied  by  tree.  His  message,  nailed 
at  the  roadside  where  it  would  be  found  by  American 
patrols,  set  a  time  and  a  place  for  a  meeting.  And  so  at 
noon  on  August  20,  a  Japanese  lieutenant  named  Hosaka 
and  four  enlisted  men,  followed  by  a  band  of  about 
40  curious  Flipinos,  clumped  around  a  bend  in  the  road 
near  the  village  of  Sacsac  and  advanced  under  a  Rising 
Sun  flag  to  meet  a  party  of  half  a  dozen  Americans.  With 
the  help  of  a  Nisei  interpreter,  Hosaka  and  U.S.  Maj. 
Raymond  Chesley  exchanged  greetings  and  agreed  on  de- 
tails of  Hosaka's  imminent  trip.  Then  the  lieutenant  bade 
his  comrades  goodbye  and  got  into  a  jeep  for  a  30-mile 
ride  to  get  the  bad  news.  During  his  overnight  stay  at 
division  headquarters,  Hosaka  talked  to  interpreters  and 
listened  to  broadcasts  from  Japan.  He  reported  back 
to  General  Kataoka  that  the  war  was  over.

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IsThereA  Fortune 
In  Your  Attic? 


If  there's  a 
"running  chicken"  in 
your  attic,  there's  a 
fortune  in  your  future

In  1977,  an  ex-GI  in  Philadelphia  re- 
membered a  few  stamps  he  had  in  his 
attic  footlocker  and  took  them  to  a 
dealer.  Thirty-two  years  earlier,  the 
GI  had  helped  an  elderly  couple  es- 
cape from  East  Berlin  and  they  had 
given  him  the  stamps  as  a  token  of 
their  appreciation.  When  the  dealer 
recognized  the  stamps,  both  the  U.S. 
Treasury  and  Scotland  Yard  were 
called  in,  for  the  philatelic  prizes  had 
been  stolen  from  the  Berlin  Reich- 
postmuseum  at  the  end  of  WWII. 
They  were  valued  at  $500,000  and 
had  been  the  object  of  an  internation- 
al search  ever  since  1945.  The  star- 
tled ex-serviceman  was  given  a 
$50,000  reward. 

Stamp  collecting  has  always  been  a 
popular  hobby  in  the  United  States. 
However,  through  the  years  thou- 


sands of  collections,  large  and  small, 
have  been  abandoned  to  attics,  the 
bottom  drawer  of  bureaus  and  the 
back  shelves  of  closets. 

Collections  may  have  been  formed 
by  the  owners  at  an  earlier  age  and 
then  discarded  as  other  interests  took 
over.  More  important,  the  collections 
may  have  been  handed  down  from 
parents  to  children,  and  the  parents 
themselves  may  have  received  the 
stamps  from  an  older  relative. 

Is  there  a  stamp  collection  in  your 
attic?  If  so,  it  should  not  remain  un- 
assessed  any  longer;  not  when  cer- 
tain early  stamps  are  now  selling  for 
thousands  of  dollars  each;  not  when 
stamps  issued  in  our  own  lifetime 
can  be  sold  for  many  times  over 
what  was  originally  paid  for  them. 

Used  copies  of  the  first  postage 
stamp,  the  "Penny  Black"  issued  in 
1840  by  Great  Britain,  have  sold  for 
prices  up  to  $8,800  for  exceptional 
examples,  though  the  catalogue 
value  is  only  $180.  There  were  more 
than  68  million  printed,  so  it  is  not 
unusual  to  find  one  or  more  in  older 
collections.  Many  of  them,  of  course, 
have  not  survived  141  years  in  very 
good  condition,  but  a  Penny  Black 
that  I  bought  in  1975  for  $20,  I  sold 
in  1980  for  $300. 

The  first  stamp  issued  by  the 
United  States,  in  1847,  now  brings  up 
to  $3,000  for  quality  used  copies  and 
it  is  not  unusual  to  find  this  stamp 
in  older  collections.  At  a  New  York 
auction,  an  unused  copy  with  its 
original  gum  brought  $10,000,  and  in 
another  auction  a  strip  of  three,  un- 
used, was  sold  for  $35,700.  (Mint, 
unused  stamps  nearly  always  bring 
much  more  than  used  stamps.) 

Even  some  recent  stamps  have  lit- 
erally exploded  in  value.  An  Aus- 
tralian stamp  booklet  issued  only  15 
years  ago  jumped  from  $7  to  $125  be- 
tween 1978  and  1979.  During  the 
last  three  months  of  1979,  the  "buy 
price"  (the  price  a  dealer  will  pay 
for  stamps)  of  a  mint  set  of  the  first 
stamps  of  Christmas  Island,  issued  in 
1958,  rose  114  percent,  from  $28  to 
$60,  and  it  now  stands  at  $90. 

If  you  have  a  collection  that  has 


not  been  looked  at  lately,  you  owe  it 
to  yourself  to  resurrect  it  immedi- 
ately and  determine  its  value. 

If  it  proves  to  be  reasonably  valu- 
able, there  are  several  options.  You 
can  sell  the  collection  at  auction  or 
through  a  dealer,  or  you  can  hold  on 
to  it,  in  which  case  you  may  want  to 
insure  it  or  put  it  in  a  safety  deposit 
box.  If  you  keep  it,  you  should  set  up 
some  plan  for  its  care  or  eventual 
disposition  upon  your  death. 

Among  my  acquaintances  I  know 
of  one  who  has  a  collection  that  is 
literally  wasting  away.  The  collection 
has  been  in  an  attic — hot  in  summer, 
cold  in  winter,  subject  to  the  investi- 
gations of  mice — for  more  than  30 
years.  Some  of  the  stamps  repose  in 
an  open  bushel  basket,  others  are  in 
shoe  boxes.  It  is  a  significant  collec- 
tion, having  been  handed  down  from 
a  grandparent — a  collection  that  will 
be  lost  if  not  tended  to. 

A  moderate  collection  of  stamps 
purchased  for  $2,000  five  years  ago 
could  easily  bring  $4,000  today.  A  set 
of  stamps  from  Israel  that  sold  for 
$1,200  in  1972  changed  hands  for 
$7,000  in  1979. 

Three  factors  are  largely  responsi- 
ble for  the  increases:  inflation,  the 
finite  number  of  any  particular  stamp 
and  the  growing  number  of  collectors, 
and  the  entry  of  speculators  into  the 
stamp  market. 

Huge  increases  are  exceptional, 
but  the  entire  market  has  followed 
the  upward  trend,  with  some  truly 
phenomenal  jumps  in  the  last  four  or 
five  years.  For  this  reason  alone  you 
should  learn  the  current  value  of  any 
stamps  you  may  have. 

In  older  collections  what  should 
you  look  for?  There  have  been  more 
than  250,000  different  stamps 
issued  worldwide  since  the 
Penny  Black  of  1840.  They  are 
not  all  equal,  but  a  little  time 
spent  with  a  Scott  stamp  catalogue 
should  tell  you  where  the  values 
are.  Most  libraries  will  have  a  cata- 
logue, which  is  issued  yearly. 

Look  particularly  for  high-value 
U.S.  stamps— 50^,  900,  $1,  etc.— as 
well  as  the  commemorative  stamps

issued  between  the  Columbian  Ex- 
position of  1893  and  the  Panama- 
Pacific  Exposition  of  1913-14. 

Be  on  the  lookout  for  "stampless 
covers,"  letters  mailed  before  there 
were  stamps,  as  well  as  stamped  en- 
velopes from  Civil  War  days  deco- 
rated with  flags,  cannons  and  other 
symbols.  Stamps  of  the  Confederate 
States,  particularly  those  still  on  en- 
velopes and  showing  Confederate 
postmarks,  are  especially  wanted. 
Also  look  for  unusual  cancellations 
on  early  U.S.  stamps.  When  the 
postmaster  in  Waterbury,  CT,  began 
cancelling  letters  in  1869  with  figures 
cut  from  blocks  of  wood,  little  did 
he  know  that  his  "running  chicken" 
cancellation  of  three  1$  stamps  on  a 
single  envelope  would  be  sold  in 
1979  for  $264,000.  Letters  carried  by 
Pony  Express  are  eagerly  sought,  as 


are  envelopes  from  towns  and  mili- 
tary posts  in  the  West  before  the 
states  were  named.  A  letter  to  Ger- 
many with  a  regular  300  stamp  as 
well  as  a  Pony  Express  label  brought 
$145,000  in  a  recent  auction. 

Among  foreign  stamps,  much  at- 
tention is  paid  to  the  issues  of 
Canada,  Australia,  New  Zealand, 
Hong  Kong  and  some  of  the  British 
colonies.  Be  wary,  however,  of  the 
postwar  stamps  of  the  Communist 
countries,  where  stamps  have  been 
issued  in  astounding  numbers  for  the 
trade  and  certainly  see  very  little 
use  on  mail.  This  also  holds  true  for 
some  Arab  states  and  island  countries 
that  print  stamps  for  collectors  as  a 
method  of  increasing  income. 

About  75  percent  of  all  stamps 
are  sold  at  stamp  auctions.  The  rest 
are  sold  to  stamp  dealers  or  through 


dealers  to  another  party  in  a  trans- 
action known  as  a  "private  treaty." 
Many  less  valuable  stamps  are  sold 
among  collectors.  An  auction  house 
will  charge  a  commission  between 
10  and  20  percent  to  sell  stamps  for 
you.  Dealers  must  work  at  a  suffi- 
cient profit  to  stay  in  business,  so 
they  will  discount  accordingly. 

A  word  of  caution:  if  you  find 
something  of  value,  don't  be  in  a 
hurry  to  tell  all  your  friends.  Don't 
advertise  indiscriminately  that  you 
have  any  stamps,  no  matter  what 
their  value.  Stamp  Collector  warns: 
"Burglars  are  becoming  more  and 
more  knowledgeable  about  worth- 
while stamps  and  the  ease  with  which 
they  can  be  disposed  of  for  profit." 
Rather  than  tell  your  friends  at  the 
club,  it  would  be  better  to  tell  your 
lawyer  or  banker.  Good  hunting.  ■

Mariners  sailing  the  Spanish  Main  called  it  "drinking 
the  dry  drink."  In  Elizabethan  England  it  was  "whif- 
fing." While  Englishmen  did  it  with  ostentatious  aplomb, 
the  Virgin  Queen  did  it  with  Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  a  fellow 
"fume  sucker."  New  World  colonists  indulged  heartily, 
though  it  meant  watching  their  money  go  up  in  smoke. 
And  today,  more  than  three  million  Americans  still  do 
it.  The  "it,"  of  course,  is  pipe  smoking. 

Pipe  smokers  share  a  heritage  with  millions  of  devo- 
tees through  the  ages  who  have  been  ridiculed,  shunned, 
persecuted,  imprisoned,  tortured,  mutilated  and  executed 
because  they  refused  to  be  weaned  from  their  beloved 
pipes.  These  aficionados  kept  on  puffing  despite  nagging 
wives,  incessant  do-gooders  and  monarchs  who  sought 
to  rob  them  of  their  greatest  worldly  pleasure. 

Inveterate  pipe  smokers  are  as  quick  to  defend  their 
habit  against  all  onslaughts  as  was  19th  century  satirist 
T.  C.  Haliburton  to  praise  it.  "The  pipe  is  the  poor  man's

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friend,"  he  wrote.  "It  calms  the  mind,  soothes  the  temper 
and  makes  a  man  patient  under  troubles." 

Philosophers  all,  every  pipeman  agrees  with  English 
novelist  William  Thackeray  who  wrote:  "The  pipe  draws 
wisdom  from  the  lips  of  philosophers  and  shuts  up  the 
mouth  of  the  foolish.  It  generates  a  style  of  conversation, 
contemplative,  thoughtful,  benevolent  and  unaffected." 

Yet,  if  today's  smokers  had  lived  375  years  ago,  their 
pleasure  may  have  incurred  the  wrath  of  a  king.  Their 
last  bowl  of  "precious  stink"  could  well  have  been  drawn 
in  the  Tower  of  London  just  prior  to  bidding  their  heads 
a  fond  farewell. 

"Smoking,"  decreed  King  James  I  of  England,  "is  a 
custom  loathsome  to  the  eye,  hateful  to  the  nose,  harmful 
to  the  brain,  (and)  dangerous  to  the  lungs ...  It  nearest 
resembles  the  horrible  Stygian  smoke  of  the  pit  that  is 
bottomless."  Tobaccodom's  own  "Carry  Nation"  was 
not  alone  in  his  contempt  for  the  "pestiferous  and  wicked 
poison  from  the  devil." 

In  "Tobacco  Battered,"  Joshua  Sylvester  wrote:  "Two 
smokey  engines  have  been  invented  in  this  age:  guns  and 
tobacco  pipes,  of  which  the  latter  is  the  more  deadly 
(because)  tobacco  pipes  attack  their  own,  poisoning 
their  users  ...  If  tobacconists  keep  on  their  course,  they 
can  better  endure  Hell's  sulphuric  smoke." 

Massachusetts  enacted  a  law  in  1646  making  it  illegal 


with  burning  tobacco,  hemp  or  dried  grass  and  inhaled 
until  intoxicated.  No  fuss,  no  bother. 

In  500  B.C.,  Herodotus  wrote  about  the  Scythians' 
smoking  habits:  "They  also  have  a  tree  which  bears  the 
strangest  produce,"  he  wrote.  "When  they  are  met  to- 
gether in  companies,  they  throw  some  of  it  upon  the 
fire  round  which  they  are  sitting,  and  presently,  by  the 
mere  smell  of  the  fumes  which  it  gives  out  in  burning, 
they  grow  drunk  as  the  Greeks  do  with  wine." 

Centuries  later,  the  American  Indians  puffed  calumets 
filled  with  "kinnikinnick" — a  mixture  of  one-third  very 
mild  tobacco,  one-third  dried  summac  leaves,  and  one- 
third  inner  bark  of  the  dogwood  or  willow.  Decorated 
with  eagle,  owl,  duck  or  woodpecker  feathers  (represent- 
ing the  gods  of  the  day,  night,  water  and  trees),  calumets, 
or  "peacepipes,"  were  carved  from  a  soft  red  stone  in 
the  west  and  a  white  stone  in  the  east.  All  important 
decisions  made  by  tribal  councils  were  celebrated  by 
the  smoking  of  the  pipe.  It  was  considered  a  grievous 
affront  to  refuse  a  smoke;  an  honor  to  be  invited. 

Inevitably,  plants  of  the  family  Nicotiana  tabacum — 
believed  by  thousands  to  be  a  panacea  for  all  ills  of  life — 
found  their  way  into  medical  lore.  A  17th  century  report 
contended  that  tobacco  ash  was  every  bit  as  useful  as  its 
smoke.  "Save  the  ashes  in  a  closed  box,  for  they  will  cure 
any  green  wound,"  it  advised.  "If  you  steep  the  ashes  in

to  smoke  tobacco  on  a  journey  of  more  than  five  miles 
away  from  town.  Connecticut  passed  a  law  in  1647  which 
forbade  pipe  smoking  other  than  at  mealtime  or  more 
than  once  a  day — and  "then  not  in  the  company  with 
any  other."  A  New  York  law  outlawed  public  smoking 
by  women. 

Despite  vocal  and  periodic  legal  condemnation,  pipe 
smoking  flourished.  Schools  were  established  to  teach  the 
"art  of  whiffing."  Gentlemen,  desirous  of  avoiding  an 
embarrassing  faux  pas,  were  tutored  in  their  genteel 
pursuit. 

Professors  of  whiffing  taught  proper  smoking  manners 
and  correct  usage  of  required  equipment.  Each  student 
needed  no  less  than  a  dozen  fine  clay  pipes  (some  ornate- 
ly decorated  in  gold  and  silver),  and  one  ivory  tobacco 
box  capable  of  storing  at  least  a  full  pound  of  shag. 
And  the  incidental  implements  of  the  art  were  endless: 
a  rammer  to  pack  the  weed  into  the  bowl;  a  special  knife 
to  unravel  the  twisted  tobacco;  a  small  wooden  board 
called  a  "trencher"  on  which  tobacco  was  cut  into  shreds; 
a  pair  of  ember  tongs  to  lift  fire  to  the  bowl;  and  a  metal 
pick  to  loosen  the  soggy  dottle  at  the  end  of  a  smoke. 
(Sherlock  Holmes  collected  his  dottle  on  the  mantlepiece, 
saving  it  for  an  especially  savory  smoke! ) 

Altogether,  there  were  at  least  20  separate  operations 
required  for  a  gentleman  to  smoke  his  pipe:  (1)  take 
your  seal  (2)  uncase  your  pipe  (3)  draw  your  box  (4) 
produce  your  rammer  (5)  blow  your  pipe  (6)  fill  your 
pipe,  et  cetera.  Each  had  to  be  mastered  in  proper  order 
and  with  sufficient  poise.  Learning  the  smoker's  de- 
meanor, however,  was  simple — merely  sit  back,  puff 
leisurely  and  look  intelligent. 

Though  intricate  and  pompous,  the  English  system 
was  a  refinement  over  ancient  methods  of  smoking. 
Originally,  men  sat  around  a  hole  in  the  ground  filled 


white  wine  or  urine  and  bathe  any  old  inveterate  ulcer, 
it  will  take  away  the  itch,  cleanse  and  heal  it.  If,  with  the 
ashes  you  rub  your  teeth,  it  will  make  them  white  and 
smooth  and  preserve  them  a  long  time  from  rotting." 
All  that  without  fluoride  or  yearly  checkups! 

Pharmacists  mounted  the  bandwagon  and  dispensed 
tobacco  in  pills,  extracts  and  balms.  Their  concoctions, 
it  was  believed,  changed  sadness  into  joy,  made  the  fat 
thin  and  the  thin  hardy,  cured  boils,  hiccoughs,  bad 
breath  and  toothaches,  and  made  the  poor  happy  in  the 
midst  of  their  proverty. 

Chewing  the  weed  was  an  excellent  purge  for  many 
maladies.  Scottish  physician  William  Barclay  advised 
patients  to  insert  a  ball  of  tobacco  in  their  mouths  and 
"presently  there  shall  flow  such  a  flood  of  water  from 
the  brain  and  stomach,  that  it  shall  be  a  wonder."  Any 
who've  tried  a  "chaw"  know  the  good  doctor  was  right. 

Still  others  claimed  smoking  a  pipe  would  make  your 
love  life  immensely  more  enjoyable.  Saint  Joseph  of 
Cupertino,  however,  disagreed.  He  recommended  tobacco 
only  for  monks,  bachelors  and  other  celibates  because  it 
suppressed  sensual  emotions  and  unclean  desires. 

Even  James  I,  the  avowed  enemy  of  the  herb,  is  reput- 
ed to  have  used  it  on  occasion,  but  his  manner  of  use  was 
unseemly  at  best.  "Being  taken  backwards,"  wrote  one 
English  physician,  "it  is  an  excellent  good  against  the 
colic."  The  king  must  have  given  it  a  try  because  he 
wrote,  "Merrily,  this  is  the  way  to  take  it  for  stomacke 
disorders." 

By  1650,  American  colonials  had  a  booming  tobacco 
trade.  Growers  could  barely  keep  pace  with  the  ever  in- 
creasing demand.  All  too  aware  that  their  wealth  depend- 
ed on  the  "tobacco  standard,"  a  few  ambitious  merchants 
began  exporting  it  mixed  with  coltsfoot,  garden-variety

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Surrender  On  Cebu

Kataoka  sent  another  note  to  Ar- 
nold. "I  received  your  kind  message 
from  First  Lieutenant  Hosaka,"  it 
said.  "I  have  faith  in  your  veracity 
and  am  positively  convinced  that  Ja- 
pan has  surrendered.  I  wish  to  ex- 
press my  sincere  thanks  for  the  kind 
treatment  accorded  the  lieutenant." 

Over  the  next  few  days,  the  sur- 
render at  Ilihan  was  arranged. 

The  formalities  of  surrender  were 
scheduled  for  10  a.m.,  but  for  hours 
before  that  the  road  from  the  north 
was  clogged  with  Japanese.  In  they 
marched  to  the  assembly  area,  armed 
with  rifles,  mortars,  grenades  and 
machine  guns.  On  command,  they 
stacked  their  weapons,  then  spread 
out  in  ranks  across  the  field.  Many 
soldiers  carried  small  white  boxes 
containing  ashes  of  friends.  Despite 
the  ordeal  of  isolation  and  siege,  the 
Japanese  troops  were  neatly  dressed. 
So  were  the  Japanese  army  nurses 
who  marched  in  with  them  and 
whose  appearance  sent  a  wave  of  sur- 
prise through  the  Americans  at  the 
scene.  We  had  not  known  that  wom- 
en were  among  the  enemy  on  Cebu. 

With  all  the  enemy  troops  dis- 
armed and  in  the  field,  facing  Amer- 
ical  detachments,  General  Kataoka 
led  three  other  generals  and  an  ad- 
miral to  the  knoll  between  the 
massed  soldiers.  There  they  stood 
in  line  while  a  dozen  unit  command- 
ers and  staff  officers  formed  a  double 
rank  behind  them.  Then,  from  the 
road  at  the  field's  edge,  General  Ar- 
nold strode  forward,  followed  by 
three  files  of  unit  commanders,  staff 
officers  and  interpreters. 

On  the  knoll,  he  faced  his  former 
adversaries.  Within  moments,  their 
swords  were  his. 

General  Kataoka  then  went  to  a 
house  at  Ilihan  and  signed  the  sur- 
render instrument  that  formally 
turned  over  2,667  officers  and  men 
to  American  control.  In  the  course 
of  the  next  three  days,  an  additional 
7,200  Japanese  were  disarmed  at 
other  assembly  points  in  northern 
Cebu. 

These  troops  had  not  marched  to 
Ilihan,  though  their  commanders  had 
been  there.  Those  commanders  had 
stood  on  the  knoll  with  General  Ka- 
taoka and,  like  him,  had  unbuckled 
their  sabers  and  turned  them  in. 

Thus  did  a  genteel  silence  settle  on 
the  bloody  battlefields  of  Cebu.  ■

herbs  and  meal  to  stretch  the  supply 
and  fatten  their  profits. 

Even  today,  tobacconists  boast  of 
new  blends  fortified  with  peach  bran- 
dy, rum,  bourbon,  deer's-tongue,  cher- 
ries and  chocolate — each  concoction 
designed  to  lure  the  novice  smoker 
into  their  shops. 

Yet,  the  connoisseur  knows  the 
best  smoke  comes  from  a  carefully 
blended  combination  of  two  or  more 
of  the  40-odd  varieties  of  leaf.  The 
world  is  his  tobacco  plantation.  He 
can  choose  a  dash  of  latakia  from 
Turkey;  a  base  of  burley  from  the 
southern  United  States;  a  touch  of 
perique  from  Louisiana's  St.  James 
Parish;  or  a  sprinkle  of  yenidje  or 
xanthi,  both  leaves  of  Turkey,  to  cite 
just  a  few.-  Each  leaf  has  its  own  pe- 
culiar taste,  aroma  and  burning 
characteristics. 


pipe.  Arabia  has  her  hookah;  Eng- 
land, her  clay;  U.S.,  her  corncob; 
Africa,  her  calabash;  Germany,  her 
painted  porcelain;  and  Turkey,  her 
prized  meerschaum.  To  examine  and 
list  the  attributes  of  each  would  be 
a  scholarly  undertaking;  however, 
three  must  be  mentioned. 

Meerschaums  are  rightly  called  the 
"king  of  pipes"  because  of  their  beau- 
ty, porosity  and  cool,  sweet  smoke. 
A  clay-like  mineral  made  of  hydrous 
magnesium  silicate,  its  name  means 
"sea  foam."  Ancient  civilizations  liv- 
ing in  the  regions  surrounding  the 
Mediterranean  Sea  used  it  for  soap. 
Because  it  was  usually  found  near 
the  sea,  they  thought  the  mineral 
was  petrified  whitecaps. 

Supposedly,  a  Budapest  shoemaker 
carved  the  first  meerschaum  pipe  at 
the  request  of  a  Hungarian  count.

born  by  chance.  A  French  pipemaker, 
visiting  Corsica  in  the  early  1800s, 
broke  his  only  pipe,  a  fashionably 
carved  meerschaum.  In  desperate 
need  of  another  bowl,  he  commis- 
sioned a  local  woodcarver  to  fashion 
one  from  a  hard  wood  found  on  the  is- 
land. The  wood  was  the  knotty  part  of 
a  desert  shrub  (Erica  arborea)  which 
thrives  only  in  the  hot,  sandy  soil  of 
the  Mediterranean  countries. 

The  woodcarver's  work  was  master- 
ful. Smoking  his  new  briar  was  so 
pleasurable  that  the  Frenchman  re- 
turned home  posthaste  with  a  ship- 
ment of  knurled  roots  and  promptly 
created  a  new  industry.  Briar  pipes 
were  soon  in  such  demand  that  even 
the  English — perennial  enemies  of 
France  and  undying  supporters  of  the 
clay  pipe — forsook  their  prejudices 
and  began  tracking  the  desert  shrub. 

It  took  several  decades  to  launch 
the  next  pipe  revolution,  the  brain- 
child of  a  Dutch-born  farmer  living  in 
Washington,  MO.  John  Schranke  had 
been  whittling  dried  corncobs  into 
cool-smoking  pipes  for  years.  He 
never  tried  marketing  them  because 
they  were  crude  and,  he  thought,  no 
match  for  the  fancy  briars  imported 
from  France,  England  and  Italy. 

Henry  Tibbe,  a  woodworking 
friend  of  Schranke,  took  an  interest 
in  the  cobs  one  day  while  sharing  a 
load  with  the  farmer  in  front  of  his 
shop.  One  thing  led  to  another.  Soon 
Tibbe's  lathe  was  cutting  down  corn- 
cobs while  Schranke  inserted  stems. 
Within  the  hour,  they  had  hung  a  sign 
in  the  window  and  the  "Missouri 
meerschaum"  was  born. 

Though  "country"  in  appearance,  it 
rivals  even  King  Meerschaum's  sweet 
smoking  qualities  and  some  cob  smok- 
ers will  puff  nothing  else.  Fact  is, 
they  laugh  at  those  hoity-toities  who 
spend  as  much  as  $1,000  for  a  hand 
carved  briar  when  the  best  smoke  in 
the  world  can  be  had  for  a  buck  or 
two  or  about  30  minutes'  work  in  a 
corncrib. 

In  the  course  of  some  2,500  years, 
pipe  smokers  have  progressed  from 
savages  sniffing  a  pile  of  burning 
herbs  in  a  hole,  to  civilized  people  of 
all  ages,  nationalities  and  professions. 
Each  carefully  chooses  and  faithfully 
uses  his  favorite  style  of  pipe  brim- 
ming with,  in  the  words  of  the  Bard, 
"...thou  weed,  who  art  so  lovely  fair 
and  smell'st  so  sweet."  ■

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Protection  for  GI  "Guinea  Pigs" 

Sen.  Daniel  Patrick  Moynihan  (D-NY)  has  intro- 
duced legislation  to  protect  American  military  person- 
nel from  being  unwitting  participants  in  medical  re- 
search experiments  by  the  Department  of  Defense. 
Senator  Moynihan  asserts  our  servicemen  have  been 
subject  to  a  number  of  abuses  in  the  name  of  medical 
advancement.  He  cites  as  examples  Army  GI's  given 
LSD  in  the  1950s  and  '60s,  soldiers  intentionally  exposed 
to  the  effects  of  above-ground  tests  of  nuclear  weapons  in 
the  1940s,  and  Navy  experiments  with  sulfa  drugs  dur- 
ing World  War  II. 

The  GI's  upon  whom  the  rest  of  us  depend  for  our 
very  survival  should  not  be  compelled  to  participate  in 
experimental  medical  test  programs  without  being 
informed  of  the  potential  risks,  the  Senator  said. 

Senator  Moynihan's  bill  provides  that  only  those 
servicemen  who  give  their  free  consent  and  are  fully 
aware  of  the  nature  and  consequences  of  the  research  will 
be  used  in  experiments. 

A  High  Speed  Rail  System? 

Most  of  the  debate  in  Washington  concerning  the  re- 
vitalization  of  Amtrak  is  centered  around  how  much  rail 
passenger  service  should  be  cut  back.  However,  Rep. 
Henry  Reuss  (D-WI)  thinks  the  quickest  route  to  more 
efficient  train  service  is  to  make  the  trains  run  faster. 
He  has  proposed  legislation  to  create  a  high  speed  rail 
passenger  system  with  trains  running  up  to  an  average 
of  100  mph. 

Representative  Reuss  says  a  faster  system  would  put 
us  on  a  par  with  other  advanced  nations,  adding  that 
in  Japan  and  France  the  average  speed  of  rail  passenger 
trains  is  about  100  mph,  compared  to  an  average  speed 
in  the  U.S.  of  about  44  mph.  U.S.  passenger  trains 
are  being  held  up  by  slow  moving,  heavy  freight 
trains  which  dominate  the  system  and  ruin  the  tracks, 
and  many  grade  crossings  are  dangerous  to  high  speed 
trains.  If  Congress  agrees  with  him,  Representative 
Reuss  hopes  to  finance  the  project  with  loan  guarantees. 

Fighting  Mail  Fraud  Schemes 

Some  legislators  on  Capitol  Hill  want  to  strengthen 
the  investigatory  and  enforcement  powers  of  the  U.S. 
Postal  Service  to  help  combat  mail  fraud.  The  solons 
say  that  60  percent  of  the  victims  of  phony  mail  schemes 
are  the  elderly. 

Testimony  before  a  House  committee  in  connection 
with  the  proposed  legislation  has  exposed  horrible 
instances  of  fraud  by  mail.  One  example:  a  promoter 
offered  a  "guaranteed  cancer  cure"  consisting  of  bottles 
full  of  seaweed  and  vitamin  B12.  The  kit  cost  $700  and, 
according  to  medical  experts,  could  cause  illness  or 
death  if  used.  Other  bogus  promotions  uncovered 
by  the  Postal  Service  include  arthritis  remedies,  weight 
loss  programs,  land  sales  and  insurance  deals. 

The  congressmen  say  that  the  Postal  Service  has 
done  well  cracking  down  on  victimizers,  but  believe  a 
strengthened  effort  is  required  to  keep  pace  with  this 
growing  problem.  The  legislation  under  consideration 
would  give  the  Postal  Service  subpoena  authority  and 
immediate  access  to  suspected  mail  promotions.

DISABLED  PENNSYLVANIA  VETS  GUARANTEED  DEER 
HUNTING  LICENSES  .  .  .  Pennsylvania  Gov- 
ernor Dick  Thornburgh  has  signed  into  law 
a  measure  granting  antlerless  deer  (doe) 
licenses  to  disabled  veterans  .  .  .  Noting 
the  state  Game  Commission  limits  the 
number  of  licenses  issued  to  preserve  and 
improve  Pennsylvania's  antlerless  deer 
herd,  the  Governor  said,  "These  highly 
sought  licenses  are  issued  by  county 
treasurers  in  some  instances  on  a  first- 
come  basis  and  in  others  by  lottery"  .  .  . 
The  new  law  takes  the  disabled  vet  out 
of  the  chance  category  and  insures  that 
if  they  apply  for  an  antlerless  deer 
license,  they  will  receive  one.  In  signing 
the  law,  the  Governor  said,  "These  indi- 
viduals have  played  an  important  role  in 
the  defense  of  our  country  and  deserve 
special  consideration  so  that  they  can 
participate  in  this  sport."

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Space  Age  Technology  Aids  Disabled  Veterans

Space  technology  has  brought  relief  to  thousands  of 
disabled  persons,  and,  in  the  process,  has  saved  millions 
of  dollars  in  hospital  care. 

The  Veterans  Administration,  through  support  of  re- 
search to  assist  disabled  veterans,  has  been  the  catalyst 
in  the  development  of  numerous  artificial  limbs,  braces 
and  other  aids.  These  new  products  have  transformed 
the  lives  of  disabled  veterans  and  nonveterans  alike. 

As  a  result,  opportunities  for  the  handicapped  have 
reached  a  new  plateau  in  America,  at  a  time  when  in- 
creasing concern  for  the  disabled  has  caused  the  United 
Nations  to  establish  1981  as  the  International  Year  of 
Disabled  Persons. 

And  because  thousands  of  veterans  now  can  live  at 
home,  millions  of  dollars  are  saved  every  year  at  VA 
hospitals. 

"Prosthetics  will  never  replace  the  real  thing,  but  the 
field  has  been  improved  dramatically  as  a  result  of 
space  technology,"  says  Shirley  Nelson,  chief  of  pros- 
thetics service  at  the  Washington,  DC,  VA  Medical 
Center.  "A  person  with  a  remaining  hand  may  feel  an 
artificial  arm  does  little  more  than  fill  up  a  sleeve.  But 
someone  with  no  hands  at  all  invariably  chooses  to  wear 
a  prosthetic  device." 

The  development  and  improvement  of  plastics  and 
microelectronics  have  been  major  factors  in  making 
advances  for  the  disabled  possible.  But  innovative  de- 
sign and  imaginative  use  of  materials  also  have  played 
significant  roles. 

The  Rehabilitation  Engineering  Center  in  New  York 
City  guides  VA  research  and  development  of  these  aids. 
The  devices  the  center  develops  and  tests  address  every 
known  disability.  The  Center's  special  clinic  team,  in 
addition,  treats  1,200  veterans  a  year,  while  the  Center 
coordinates  the  fitting  of  prosthetic  devices  at  the  VA's 
172  hospitals  across  the  country. 

Veterans  with  service-connected  injuries  are  treated 
free.  Some  veterans  with  nonservice-connected  injuries 
also  can  qualify  under  special  circumstances. 

And  though  the  last  amputee  from  the  Vietnam  War 
was  fitted  years  ago,  prosthetics  experts  at  VA  hos- 
pitals still  are  engaged  in  fitting  the  disabled  with 
artificial  limbs  as  well  as  supplying  other  aids  to  help 
veterans  live  richer  and  more  productive  lives. 

Some  new  amputees  are  veterans  whose  war  injuries 
have  caused  complications.  Veterans  of  earlier  wars  also 
provide  a  steady  demand  as  they  seek  modern  replace- 
ments for  their  older  artificial  limbs. 

The  improved  devices  amount  to  a  technological 
revolution  in  the  36  years  since  World  War  II  ended. 
The  post- World  War  II  artificial  leg,  for  example,  has 
a  mechanical  knee  that  is  difficult  to  use.  Modern  arti- 
ficial legs  have  hydraulic-knee  mechanisms  that  help 
swing  the  leg  forward  in  walking.  This  mechanism 
can  be  adjusted  to  move  at  the  most  comfortable  speed. 

A  variety  of  modern  artificial  legs  are  fitted  to  the

individual  needs  of  the  veteran.  Some  legs  have  a  hy- 
draulic joint  for  both  the  knee  and  boot.  Other  limbs 
have  a  knee  lock  for  extended  standing,  while  others  are 
especially  designed  for  swimming. 

The  method  of  attaching  the  artificial  limb  to  the 
remaining  leg  also  has  been  improved.  The  artificial 
leg  of  post-World  War  II  was  attached  by  a  leather 
corset  around  the  hips.  This  corset  immobilized  the 
thigh  and  allowed  the  muscles  to  atrophy.  The  older 
artificial  limbs,  made  of  wood,  had  metal  joints  and 
weighed  from  nine  to  ten  pounds. 

The  new  artificial  leg  is  held  in  place  by  a  vacuum 
to  the  thigh,  allowing  the  thigh  to  continue  to  be 
exercised.  New  models  made  of  plastic  are  lighter.  One 
model  especially  designed  for  cardiac  patients  weighs 
less  than  two  pounds.  Most  modern  artificial  legs  weigh

Beating  The  Paperwork  Octopus 


Filing  a  claim  for  benefits  with  the  VA  may  seem  like  a  paperwork  octopus, 
but  some  simple  rules  can  help  ensure  a  speedy  resolution. 


Trying  to  obtain  benefits  from  the 
Veterans  Administration  can  some- 
times seem  like  stepping  into  a  box- 
ing ring  with  an  octopus.  For  the  un- 
initiated, a  simple  application  for 
benefits  can  turn  into  a  nightmare 
of  correspondence,  reams  of  forms 
to  complete  and,  perhaps,  ultimate 
denial  of  those  benefits  because  the 
veteran  making  application  didn't 
know  how  to  make  the  system  work 
for  him. 

The  following  article  by  the  Le- 
gion's Chief  of  Claims  Service,  Phil 
Wilkerson,  points  out  some  common- 
ly made  mistakes  committed  by 
those  seeking  benefits  and  offers 
some  tips  on  how  to  ensure  the  time- 
ly resolution  of  your  claim. 


One  of  the  first  mistakes  made  by 
those  seeking  benefits  is  that,  in  try- 
ing to  determine  what  benefits  they 
are  entitled  to  or  how  much  money, 
they  try  to  compare  their  own  case 
with  someone  else's  similar  case.  In 
most  instances,  this  produces  more 
confusion  than  useful  information 
because  it's  like  trying  to  compare 
apples  and  oranges. 

The  VA  considers  each  claim  in- 
dividually and  solely  upon  the  evi- 
dence available  to  them  at  the  time. 

So  having  accurate  information  is 
the  essential  first  step  in  any  claim, 
no  matter  what  benefit  may  be  in- 
volved: nonservice  pension,  compen- 
sation, education,  loan  guaranty, 
burial  and  others.  In  each  and  every 
claim,  the  VA  must  determine  if  the 
facts  and  circumstances  involved 
meet  the  requirements  established  by 
law  under  title  38,  United  States 
Code.  They  must  consider  specific 
questions  of  qualifying  military  ser- 
vice, medical  questions  regarding  in- 
jury, treatment  or  degree  of  disabil- 
ity, financial  and  employment  infor- 
mation and  a  host  of  other  questions. 

If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  VA,  the 
individual's  service  records  and  evi- 
dence submitted  with  the  application 
do  not  substantiate  the  claim,  the 
claimant  will  be  notified  of  the  denial 
and  advised  of  the  right  to  appeal. 

Before  you  can  file  for  a  benefit, 
there  are  several  things  you  must 
know.  First,  be  familiar  with  the 


provisions  of  the  law  pertaining  to 
the  particular  benefit  you  intend  to 
seek.  Second,  any  application  that 
is  not  fully  completed  will  be  re- 
turned for  the  additional  informa- 
tion. This  will  add  at  least  several 
weeks  to  the  normal  three-  to  four- 
month  processing  time.  Equally  im- 
portant, to  repeat,  is  accurate  infor- 
mation and  documentation  to  sub- 
stantiate the  claim.  , 

The  law  requires  proof  of  entitle- 
ment. A  claim  must  be  supported  by 
evidence  furnished  by  the  claimant 
together  with  documents  and  records 
the  VA  obtains  from  the  particular 
service  department  of  the  military. 
Inaccurate  or  incomplete  information 
will  jeopardize  the  entire  claim. 
Lack  of  necessary  proof,  at  the  least, 
can  cause  a  delay  in  processing  the 
claim.  At  worst,  it  will  result  in  a 


denial  of  the  benefit  sought. 

The  VA  does  deny  many  claims 
each  year  because,  in  the  majority 
of  cases,  the  claimant  did  not  estab- 
lish that  he  or  she  was  entitled  to  the 
benefit  sought — they  didn't  provide 
the  necessary  proof. 

Proof  may  be  found  lacking  for 
several  reasons:  The  service  records 
or  other  pertinent  records  are  either 
silent  on  the  issue  in  question  or  they 
may  have  been  lost  or  destroyed.  The 
individual  is  unable  to  provide  suffi- 
cient evidence  from  his  or  her  own 
records.  Or,  in  many  instances,  the 
claimant  may  not  have  had  accurate 
benefit  information  and  a  clear  un- 
derstanding of  what  evidence  would 
be  required  in  their  particular  claim 
before  it  was  submitted  to  the  VA. 

Where,  then,  in  any  of  these  types 
of  situations,  should  someone  go  for 
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specific,  accurate  and  up-to-date 
benefit  information  and  personal  as- 
sistance? Or  are  potential  claimants 
expected  to  have  the  training  of  a 
lawyer  and  an  expert's  knowledge  of 
federal  laws  governing  the  VA's 
granting  of  claims? 

The  answers  are  so  simple  to  ob- 
tain, they're  often  overlooked.  An 
American  Legion  Service  Officer — 
specifically  trained  to  assist  the  vet- 
eran in  obtaining  those  VA  benefits 
to  which  he  is  entitled — is  usually 
available  in  your  area.  Legionnaires 
know  they  can  contact  the  Service 
Officer  through  their  local  Post.  Non- 
members  are  also  encouraged  to  ei- 
ther call  or  visit  the  Legion  Service 
Officer,  who  is  tasked  with  providing 
service  to  all  veterans.  A  check  of 
the  phone  directory  will  give  the  ad- 
dress and  phone  number  of  the  local 
Legion  Post. 

The  Service  Officer  can  answer 
questions  and  help  correctly  complete 
the  appropriate  VA  forms.  He  can 
also  advise  what  kind  of  evidence  or 
information  should  accompany  the 
application  form,  such  as  copy  of 
discharge  certificate,  medical  or  hos- 
pital reports,  financial  or  employ- 
ment information,  marriage  certifi- 
cates and  the  like. 

If  there  is  a  problem  with  a  pend- 
ing claim  or  appeal,  the  local  Service 
Officer  will  work  through  the  Legion's 
Department  Service  Officer  at  the 
Regional  Office  in  tracking  the  case. 

Since  most  claims  for  monetary 
benefits  are  either  for  nonservice  pen- 
sion or  service  connected  disability 
compensation,  let's  take  a  quick  look 
at  some  of  what  is  involved  in  sub- 
mitting these  claims. 

Entitlement  to  pension,  in  general, 
is  dependent  upon  qualifying  war- 
time military  service  of  90  days  or 
more,  proof  of  permanent  and  total 
disability  and  income  within  certain 
limits.  Proof  of  marriage,  children's 
birth,  and  termination  of  marriage 
by  death  or  divorce  affects  the 
amount  of  benefits  payable  and  must 
accompany  any  application  or  be 
submitted  whenever  a  change  in 
status  occurs. 

Compensation,  on  the  other  hand, 
is  not  contingent  upon  a  claimant's 
income,  but  on  the  degree  of  residual 
disability  from  an  injury  or  condi- 
tion which  occurred  during  military 
service.  An  application  for  service 
connection  will  be  tied  to  the  indi- 


vidual's service  medical  records,  as 
well  as  to  post-service  medical  evi- 
dence such  as  medical  or  hospital 
records,  employment  or  insurance  re- 
ports and  other  substantiating  docu- 
mentation to  establish  the  level  of 
disability. 

A  claim  for  increased  compensa- 
tion must  be  supported  by  evidence 
of  increased  disability  or  recent  med- 
ical treatment. 

In  all  of  these  cases,  and  many 
others,  the  Legion  Service  Officer  is 
prepared  to  help  you  get  the  correct 
information  to  the  VA  for  evaluation, 
whether  yours  is  a  new  or  reopened 
claim. 

So,  when  thinking  about  making  a 
claim,  don't  leave  anything  open  to 
misinterpretation  by  the  VA.  Be  ac- 
curate and  complete.  If  any  docu- 
ments are  required,  particularly  med- 
ical statements  or  reports,  they  must 
be  detailed  and  specific  in  describing 
the  condition  or  disability  involved, 
as  well  as  the  treatment  prescribed. 

When  in  doubt,  it's  always  best  to 
check  with  a  Service  Officer  before 
submitting  something  you  hope  the 
VA  will  understand — and  act  favor- 
ably upon.  A  Legion  Service  Officer 
cannot  guarantee  your  claim  will  be 
allowed.  But  he  can  make  sure  you 
have  done  what's  possible  to  help 
the  VA  reach  a  favorable  decision.  ■

A  man  who  had  a  street  in  his 
hometown  named  after  him,  and  has 
been  known  to  see  that  a  Post  home 
was  built,  doubled  in  size  and  paid 
off  in  three  years  has  been  selected 
September's  Legionnaire  of  the 
Month. 

Clinton  D.  'Shag'  Allen,  a  mem- 
ber of  Vinita,  OK,  Post  40,  has  taken 
the  good  works  of  the  Legion  out  of 
the  Post  and  into  the  community 
with  a  vengeance.  For  the  past  25 
years,  besides  serving  in  almost 
every  elective  and  appointive  office 
of  the  Post  and  District,  he  has 
found  the  time  to  sign  up  a  mini- 
mum of  200  members  per  year  and, 
in  many  years,  as  many  as  300  to 
400  members.

These  are  questions  representative  of 
those  the  Veterans  Administration  is 
frequently  asked.  For  more  information

Q.  I  am  a  veteran  with  a  service  con- 
nected disability  recently  re-rated  for 
the  same  injury  because  of  a  change  in 
my  condition.  Am  I  again  eligible  to 
apply  for  service-disabled  RH  insur- 
ance? 

A.  No.  However,  if  during  the  re- 
rating,  a  new  condition  was  rated  as 
service  connected,  you  would  have  one 
year  to  apply  for  RH  insurance  based 
on  that  new  rating. 

Q.  My  VA  check  goes  to  my  bank  on 
direct  deposit.  I  am  moving  and  want 
to  change  banks.  How  do  I  get  my 
check  deposited  directly  to  my  new  ac- 
count? 

A.  Go  to  the  new  bank  and  complete 
the  proper  form  to  start  direct  deposit 
to  the  new  facility.  Do  not  close  out 
your  old  account  until  the  checks  arrive 
at  the  new  facility  because  the  proce- 
dure to  change  direct  deposit  from  one 
bank  to  another  takes  about  60  days  to 
complete. 

Q.  I  receive  compensation  from  the 
VA  for  a  10  percent  service  connected 
disability  and  have  just  been  informed 
I  am  eligible  for  a  non-service  con- 
nected disability  pension.  Will  I  receive 
two  checks? 

A.  No.  A  veteran  cannot  receive  both 
compensation  and  pension  benefits 
based  on  his  own  service.  The  VA  will 
pay  you  the  greater  benefit  unless  you 
elect  in  writing  to  receive  the  lesser 
benefit. 

Q.  I  am  currently  rated  40  percent 
service  connected  for  my  disability  by 
the  VA,  and  I  recently  got  married. 
Can  I  get  additional  money  by  claim- 
ing my  wife  as  my  dependent? 

A.  Veterans  who  are  rated  30  per- 
cent or  more  are  eligible  to  receive  ad- 
ditional funds  for  dependents.  Contact 
the  nearest  VA  office  for  details. 

Q.  My  deceased  husband  is  buried 
in  a  national  cemetery.  As  his  widow, 
am  I  entitled  to  be  buried  in  the  same 
cemetery? 

A.  Yes.  Burial  in  a  national  cemetery 
is  available  to  a  veteran's  widow,  minor 
children,  and  under  certain  conditions, 
to  unmarried  adult  children.

about  five  pounds. 

Artificial  hands  and  arms  have 
been  improved  even  more  dramatical- 
ly. Hooks  for  grasping  objects  have 
been  developed  with  electric  power 
to  provide  extra  strength.  The  hooks 
can  be  controlled  electronically 
through  wires  running  from  hook  to 
muscle  nerves  in  the  remaining  arm. 
For  cosmetic  purposes,  plastic  gloves 
painted  to  look  like  hands  have  been 
developed  to  cover  a  hook. 

A  veteran  being  fitted  for  an  arti- 
ficial limb  usually  will  stay  in  a  hos- 
pital about  12  weeks.  A  patient  may 
be  fitted  with  a  temporary  limb  six 
weeks  or  sooner  after  amputation. 
After  exercising  with  a  temporary 
limb  for  about  six  weeks,  the  patient 
is  fitted  with  a  permanent  limb  and 
discharged  from  the  hospital. 

A  variety  of  wheelchairs  has  been 
developed  to  compensate  for  different 
disabilities.  Veterans  with  legs  that 
must  be  elevated  are  given  chairs 
that  provide  this  service.  Some 
wheelchairs  are  designed  for  patients 
who  require  a  semireclining  posi- 
tion. Ambulators  (standing  wheel- 
chairs) have  been  designed  for  para- 
plegics who  wish  to  work  at  counters 
or  tables.  There  are  wheelchairs  for 
paralyzed  patients  that  are  controlled 


by  the  patient's  breath.  By  sipping 
and  puffing  on  tubes,  the  wheelchair 
can  be  maneuvered  forward,  in  re- 
verse or  sideways.  Wheelchairs  are 
assigned  to  veterans  by  prescription 
after  VA  experts  make  individual 
evaluations. 

Disabled  veterans  can  also  obtain 
specially  equipped  automobiles.  Some 
devices  provide  hand  controls  for 
braking  and  acceleration.  Others  pro- 
vide extra  power  for  low-effort  steer- 
ing for  patients  with  limited  hand 
strength.  Wheelchair  lifts  have  been 
designed  for  vans  and  autos. 

The  loss  of  an  arm  or  leg  in  mili- 
tary service  qualifies  a  veteran  for 
equipment  to  adapt  an  automobile  to 
his  handicap.  Those  missing  a  left  leg 
qualify  for  a  dimmer  switch  on  the 
dashboard,  automatic  transmission 
and  power  brakes.  Those  without 
a  right  leg  qualify  for  a  left  foot  ac- 
celerator, plus  the  items  already  men- 
tioned. 

The  equipment  is  normally  in- 
stalled by  commercial  firms  that  spe- 
cialize in  such  work,  with  the  VA 
reimbursing  the  veterans  for  the  ex- 
pense. 

For  the  blind,  the  VA  has  devel- 
oped a  number  of  devices.  A  laser- 
equipped  cane  senses  objects  and

communicates  their  presence  by 
sounding  a  noise  or  vibrating  in  the 
hand  of  the  user.  Another  device  for 
the  blind  turns  the  pages  of  a  book 
and  reads  aloud.  A  calculator  for  the 
blind  announces  the  calculations  and 
then  announces  the  results. 

As  a  result  of  these  improved  aids 
for  the  disabled,  the  VA  has  been 
able  to  send  many  veterans  home 
and  free  thousands  of  hospital  beds. 
Through  these  savings,  the  VA  has 
held  its  increases  in  health  care  costs 
to  just  60  percent  of  the  national 
average. 

Medical  care  is  still  provided  by 
hospitals  to  those  patients  who  can- 
not live  at  home  and  take  care  of 
themselves.  Moreover,  the  psycholog- 
ical needs  of  the  patient  have  been 
given  a  higher  priority.  Patients 
want  independence.  They  want  to 
Continued .  .  .

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James  F.  O'Neii 
Dies  in  New  York 


James  F.  O'Neil,  Past  National 
Commander  (1947-48)  and  former 
Publisher  of  The  American  Legion 
Magazine,  died  recently  in  a  New 
York  hospital.  He  was  83. 

O'Neil  had  been  extremely  active 
in  Legion  affairs  both  before  and 
after  his  service  as  National  Com- 
mander and  had  served  as  publisher 
of  the  Magazine  from  1950  until 
1978.  Prior  to  his  appointment  as 
publisher,  he  had  served  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Legion's  Publications 
Commission. 

A  veteran  of  Mexican  Border  ser- 
vice with  the  1st  New  Hampshire 
Infantry,  he  also  served  in  WWI  as 
an  infantryman  and  won  a  battle- 
field commission  of  2nd  Lieutenant 
while  serving  in  France. 

During  WWII,  O'Neil  served  as  a 
special  assistant  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy  and  was  with  the  Third 
Fleet  when  it  made  its  last  strike 
at  Japan. 

In  1946,  he  was  appointed  by 
President  Truman  to  the  Amnesty 
Board  chaired  by  the  late  U.S.  Su- 
preme Court  Justice  Owen  J.  Rob- 
erts. The  Roberts  Committee  re- 
viewed some  16,000  Selective  Ser- 
vice Act  violations  during  WWII. 

O'Neil,  along  with  the  late  Sec- 
retary of  the  Navy  Frank  Knox, 
helped  organize  The  American  Le- 
gion of  New  Hampshire,  with  Knox 
serving  as  the  first  state  commander. 
O'Neil  was  a  charter  member  of 
Henry  J.  Sweeney  Post  2  in  Man- 
chester. 

He  is  survived  by  two  sons.

league  standards.  "It  was  a  challenge 
to  me  that  I  was  told  I  was  too  short, 
that  I  had  to  be  5'  10".  I  solved  that 
simply  by  putting  lifts  in  my  shoes 
and  wearing  them  until  I  got  to  the 
majors,  where,  now,  there  is  no  height 
qualification,"  Garcia  says. 

National  League's  Eric  Gregg  had 
to  trim  down  from  around  280  to  230 
to  avoid  the  obvious  kidding  from 
the  dugouts  and  possibly  even  eating 
himself  out  of  baseball.  But  he  wasn't 
the  umpire  (it  was  Ken  Kaiser,  300- 
lb.-or-so  AL  ump)  who,  according  to 
Dick  Young  of  the  New  York  Daily 
News,  walked  into  a  restaurant  and 
asked  for  a  table  for  two.  "Yes,  sir," 
said  the  captain.  "Do  you  want  to 
take  it  with  you  or  eat  it  here?" 

Anyway,  Garcia  quickly  displayed 
in  the  majors  that  one  didn't  have  to 
be  big  to  maintain  order — that  height 
is  not  necessarily  might  between  the 
white  lines.  In  his  first  two  plate  ap- 
pearances, he  set  some  sort  of  a  rec- 
ord by  tossing  out  a  total  of  five — 
including  one  of  the  most  noted  um- 
pire-baiters, A's  manager  Billy  Mar- 


And  he  is  also  an  ex-Marine. 

So  is  NL  ump  Dick  Stello,  who 
could  pass  for  a  drill  sergeant.  But 
Stello  declares,  "I've  yet  to  meet 
someone  off  the  field  who  didn't  like 
me." 

Yeah,  but  what  about  on  the  field, 
Dick?  "Oh,  there  we're  a  stigma  to  be 
yelled  at — but  that  doesn't  bother 
me.  That's  part  of  the  game.  What 
bothers  me  is  we're  second-class  citi- 
zens to  owners  and  the  league.  How 
do  you  think  I  feel  going  out  on  the 
field  knowing  I'm  making  $20,000 
less  than  a  National  Basketball  As- 
sociation official?"  (Today's  major 
league  umpire  earns  from  $22,500  to 
$50,000.  Minor  league  umps  earn 
considerably  less.) 

Just  like  Mr.  Average  Fan,  um- 
pires are  caught  up  in  the  inflation- 
ary and  financial  problems  of  mod- 
ern life.  Maybe  even  more  so:  "We 
have  to  take  taxis  from  airports 
to  hotels  and  that  could  be  a  $25 
chop  out  of  the  per  diem  ($77).  In 
Pittsburgh,  even  with  a  special  rate, 
the  hotel  is  $49  a  night.  And  to  eat!" 


'Have  a  nice  day 
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tin.  "Billy  was  testing  me  and  I  knew 
it.  Since  it  was  my  first  encounter 
with  him,  I  had  to  set  a  precedent. 
Today  we  have  a  great  relationship. 
Incidentally,  my  crew  chief  told  me  I 
did  the  right  thing  and  that  helped 
my  confidence  a  great  deal." 

What  Martin,  notorious  for  fisti- 
cuffs ("I  didn't  punch  that  doggie," 
as  per  the  beer  commercial),  didn't 
know:  Garcia  originally  wanted  to 
be  a  professional  boxer,  but  his  dad 
nixed  the  idea. 


Of  course,  finances  are  better  now 
than  when  Stello  and  Garcia  were  be- 
ginning their  careers  in  Class  A 
leagues.  "I  got  $500  a  month,"  says 
Garcia.  His  answer  to  the  financial 
problem  will  sound  familiar  to  many 
these  days.  "I  got  a  loan  before  the 
season  and  another  after.  That  was 
the  only  way  I  could  make  it." 

Are  umpires  born  to  the  blue,  or 
are  they  made?  From  analyzing  a 
cross  section  of  umpires,  plus  meld- 
ing in  the  experience  of  the  man  in 
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charge  of  producing  umpires,  it  would 
seem  to  be  a  blend  of  both. 

Barney  Deary,  a  one-time  major 
league  umpire  who  is  in  charge  of 
the  Umpire  Development  Program 
backed  by  the  majors  and  based  in 
St.  Petersburg,  says  some  umpires 
were  frustrated  ballplayers,  while 
others  began  their  careers  as  high 
school  or  college  ball  umps. 

Garcia  could  be  classified  as  a 
frustrated  player.  An  outstanding 
high  school  player  at  the  same  Key 
West  school  that  helped  produce 
Boog  Powell,  he  had  to  pass  up  a 
college  scholarship  because  he  was 
married  and  couldn't  cut  it  finan- 
cially. 

He  became  a  high  school  coach, 
which  kept  him  in  touch  with  the 
game  and  eventually  led  to  his  de- 
ciding that  umpiring  was  for  him. 

Gregg  was  a  third  string  catcher 
on  his  high  school  team  in  Philadel- 
phia. When  his  coach  told  him  he 
wasn't  going  to  set  the  nation's  dia- 
monds on  fire,  he  became  a  tyoesetter 
at  age  17.  Most  of  his  off  time  was 
spent  watching  baseball  games.  One 
day,  he  heard  announcer  Curt  Gow- 
dy  talking  about  Deary's  program. 
He  called  Deary,  who  told  him  he 
was  then  too  young,  but  to  get  some 
experience  in  the  meantime. 

So  Gregg  began  umpiring  in  an 
American  Legion  baseball  program 
while  keeping  in  touch  with  Deary. 
When  the  age  minimum  was  dropped 
from  21  to  19,  he  became  one  of  the 
few  black  umpires  in  pro  baseball. 
Now,  although  only  29,  he  already 
has  been  in  the  majors  five  years. 

Does  he  regret  not  becoming  an- 
other Willie  Stargell,  as  he  once 
hoped?  "Well,  I  wanted  to  be  a  ball- 
player, true,  and  I  don't  make  the 
money  that  the  big  stars  do,  but  I'm 
satisfied.  They  can't  play  30  years 
and  I  hope  to  be  an  umpire  that  long." 

To  further  illustrate  the  diversity 
of  the  backgrounds  of  major  league 
umpires,  Stello — a  rugged  Burt  Reyn- 
olds type — briefly  was  a  football 
player  at  Florida  State  University. 
Stello  also  has  a  natural  ability  to 
see  the  humorous  side;  he  was  a 
stand-up  comedian  on  the  Massa- 
chusetts nightclub  circuit.  But  as  a 
volunteer  umpire  while  in  the  ser- 
vice, he  discovered  that  umpiring 
was  more  fun  than  delivering  one- 
liners  and  turned  to  it  as  a  career.

Donatelli  began  his  illustrious  ca- 
reer by  umpiring  softball  games  while 
in  a  prisoner-of-war  camp  in  Ger- 
many. So,  while  not  necessarily  born 
to  their  craft,  it  would  seem  there 
was  a  bit  of  kismet  involved. 

Moreover,  Garcia,  who  began  um- 
piring in  1970  and  is  now  in  his  sev- 
enth year  in  the  majors,  says  there  is 
a  vital  element  that  must  be  born  in 
an  umpire — instinct.  "You  can't 
teach  instinct.  You  must  be  able  to 
anticipate — to  know  when  a  bunt  or 
steal  is  in  the  works,  or  when  a  player 
is  going  to  try  for  a  triple." 

Of  course,  as  he  points  out,  that 
instinct  is  also  bolstered  by  the  ex- 
perience of  having  played  the  game. 
But  you  don't  have  to  be  a  former 
ballplayer  to  be  a  top  umpire.  It's 
just  tougher  if  you  haven't  been. 

Those  not  necessarily  born  to  the 
blue  apparently  can  be  made  into 
proficient  arbiters  by  various  private 
and  major-league  funded  schools. 
The  ultimate  is  the  finishing  school  di- 
rected by  Deary  each  year  at  the  Pi- 
rate City  baseball  complex  in  Brad- 
enton,  FL. 

The  top  30  or  so  young  hopefuls 
from  schools  run  by  former  major 
league  umpire  Bill  Kinnamon  qualify 
for  the  week-long*  school  at  the  com- 
plex where  the  Pittsburgh  Pirates' 
major  and  minor  leaguers  train  in 
the  spring. 

It's  no  lark.  The  would-be  umps 
are  in  class  at  8:30  a.m.  going  over 
rules  and  regulations,  and  stay  there 
most  of  the  day.  Then  at  night  they 
are  on  the  field  participating  in  vari- 
ous contrived  situations,  such  as  in- 
terference and  obstruction. 

So  the  young  umps  can  learn  to 
handle  the  most  trying  of  all  situ- 
ations they  must  face,  even  heated 
arguments  are  staged.  Deary  himself 
has  acted  as  a  "designated  arguer." 
He  admits  he's  not  quite  in  the  class 
of  that  most  notorious  umpire-baiter, 
Baltimore  manager  Earl  Weaver. 
"But  I  try,"  he  smiles.  "I've  managed 
to  shake  up  a  few  youngsters  before 
they  realize  I'm  kidding." 

Ballplayers,  of  course,  aren't  your 
typical  ladders. 

"On  the  field,  man,  they'll  choke 
you  for  a  pitch,"  Donatelli  declares. 
"That's  the  way  baseball  is.  Rhu- 
barbs? They  get  so  mad,  they'll  hit 
you  over  the  head  with  a  bat." 

One  decision  that  can  drive  a  bat-

ter  batty  is  the  often  hairline  differ- 
ence between  a  ball  and  a  strike.  Be- 
cause of  an  interesting  innovation  by 
Deary,  the  learning  process  these 
days  for  embryonic  umps  is  some- 
what scientific. 

Instead  of  a  live,  but  sometimes 
erratic,  arm  tossing  the  ball  across  the 
plate  to  help  the  umps  get  used  to 
the  strike  zone,  a  pitching  machine 
is  used.  It  is  so  versatile,  the  ma- 
chine can  be  adjusted  to  throw  just 
about  every  pitch  except  a  grease- 
ball  or  spitter — and,  most  important- 
ly, in  the  strike  zone.  Thus,  without 
calling  an  actual  game,  the  umps  can 
familiarize  themselves  with  the 
machinations  of  the  various  pitches. 

Speaking  of  scientific,  the  teaching 
staff  grades  the  young  umpires  daily. 
And  grading  covers  everything  but 
their  handling  of  the  kitchen  sink. 
Graded  are  appearance,  attitude, 
mobility,  aggressiveness,  timing,  con- 
sistency, instinct,  reflexes  and  reac- 
tions, hustle,  style,  judgment,  confi- 
dence and  even  voice — which  may 
explain  why  the  ball-strike  calls  have 
the  same  resounding  quality  as  a 
bullhorn. 

The  important  part  of  umpiring 
probably  has  been  best  expressed  by, 
ironically,  a  fill-in  during  the  1979 
strike.  Roger  Grooms,  a  member  of 
a  Cincinnati  Umpires  Association, 
was  involved  in  a  controversial  call 
in  San  Francisco's  4-2  victory  over  the 
Reds  when  he  called  Johnny  Bench 
out  at  the  plate. 

Wrote  Grooms  later  in  a  story  car- 
ried by  the  Associated  Press:  "Base- 
ball is  a  game  of  inches.  And  the  dis- 
tance from  bum  to  hero  is  measured 
that  precisely.  Case  in  point:  my 
now  famous  sweep  tag  call  on  base- 
runner  Bench. 

"Agonizing  reappraisals,  after-the- 
fact  rationalizations,  perusals  of  ac- 
tion shots  through  a  magnifying 
glass — all  pointless.  It  happened  in  a 
split  second,  it  had  to  be  called  in  a 
split  second.  There  was  no  time  for 
a  committee  meeting." 

Amen,  chorus  the  Men  in  Blue, 
baseball's  unsung  heroes. 

Editor's  Note — Roger  Grooms,  men- 
tioned in  the  story,  has  umpired  the 
Ohio  Department  Tournament  each 
year  since  1971.  He  has  also  um- 
pired the  Great  Lakes  Regional 
Tournament  of  American  Legion 
Baseball  for  the  past  two  years. 
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The  European  View  Of  The  Soviet  Threat 
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SS-20s  would  also  be  capable  of  de- 
stroying virtually  all  of  NATO's 
military  installations — truly,  in  the 
view  of  the  European  allies,  a  strate- 
gic change  for  the  worse! 

Although  Europeans  recognized 
the  need  for  the  new  weapons,  they 
hedged  their  agreement  with  condi- 
tions; at  least,  some  of  them  did. 
The  "conditional"  allies  were  West 
Germany,  Belgium  and  Holland. 
Chancellor  Schmidt  of  Germany 
made  deployment  conditional  on 
other  countries  taking  their  share  of 
the  new  weapons.  His  government  al- 
so decided  that  countries  accepting 
the  new  weapons  would  be  entitled  to 
refuse  to  deploy  them  in  the  event 
of  substantial  progress  in  arms  re- 
duction talks  between  Russia  and  the 
U.S.  The  latter  proviso  was  dubbed 
the  "moratorium." 

The  Belgians  went  along  with  the 
December  1979  communique,  but 
their  government  then  declared  that 
a  decision  on  deployment  should  be 
deferred  for  six  months  and  should 
thereafter  be  examined  at  the  twice- 
yearly  NATO  ministerial  meetings. 
To  date,  they  -still  haven't  made  a 
decision  on  the  subject  of  deploy- 
ment. 

The  Dutch  said  they  would  defer 
a  final  decision  until  the  end  of  1981, 
on  the  ground  that  priority  should 
be  given  to  U.S.-Soviet  talks  on  re- 
ducing the  number  of  nuclear  weap- 
ons deployed  by  both  NATO  and 
the  Warsaw  Pact. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  British  and 
Italians  accepted  the  new  weapons 
unconditionally. 

There  has  also  been  some  back- 
sliding as  regards  increasing  defense 
budgets.  Prime  Minister  That- 
cher's government  originally  stood 
firm,  and  then-Defense  Minister 
Francis  Pym  was  particularly 
staunch  On  this  issue.  However,  when 
the  government  ran  into  increasing 
financial  difficulties,  the  PM  wanted 
defense  cuts  and  Mr.  Pym,  who  op- 
posed such  a  move,  was  moved  to 
another  job. 

The  West  Germans  also  began  in 
firm  style,  but  when  the  German  De- 
fense Minister  visited  Washington 
in  March,  he,  too,  linked  defense 
spending  to  a  call  for  renewed  arms 
control  talks.  As  it  turned  out,  the 
German  defense  budget  was  to  in- 
clude military  aid  to  Turkey,  so  their 
proposed  3  percent  increase  was  not 


exactly  what  it  seemed  to  be  any- 
way. 

Here,  again,  party  politics  reared 
its  head  in  policy  making.  In  Octo- 
ber 1980,  the  German  Federal  Re- 
public held  general  elections.  The 
strongly  pro-Western  and  anti-Soviet 
leader  of  the  opposition  Christian 
Democratic  parties,  Dr.  Franz-Josef 
Strauss,  lost  his  bid  to  become  Ger- 
many's Chancellor.  His  rival,  Hel- 
mut Schmidt,  leader  of  the  Social 
Democrats,  returned  to  power.  What 
did  this  mean?  Nobody  has  ever 
doubted  Schmidt's  commitment  to 
the  Western  alliance.  Over  the  past 
three  or  four  years,  however, 
Schmidt's  hold  over  his  own  party 
has  been  bedeviled  by  the  growing 
power  of  its  left  wing  which  has  made 
no  secret  of  its  desire  to  neutralize 
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"Yes,  I  know — We've  had  several 
complaints  about  them." 
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West  Germany  (that  is,  pull  out  of 
NATO)  and  do  a  deal  with  the  Sovi- 
et Union. 

All  of  this  means  that  as  of  now, 
the  West  German  coalition  looks 
rather  fragile.  Inside  the  government, 
the  division  between  those  who  want 
to  stand  up  to  the  Soviets  and  those 
who  want  to  do  a  deal  with  them  is 
very  real,  and  deepening. 

There  is  still  another  dimension  to 
this  whole  issue.  In  an  earlier  article 
in  this  magazine  (April  1979),  I  ex- 
plained that  there  were  important

nonmilitary  aspects  of  Soviet  power, 
especially  the  subversive  dimension, 
including  propaganda  and  psycholog- 
ical warfare.  Today  that  dimension  is 
fully  mobilized  in  furtherance  of 
Soviet  foreign  policy. 

Having  achieved  massive  military 
superiority  in  Europe,  the  Soviets 
mean  to  keep  it.  One  way  to  keep  it 
is  to  make  it  politically  difficult  or 
impossible  for  West  European  gov- 
ernments (and  the  U.S.)  to  redress 
the  military  balance.  Already,  from 
their  standpoint,  the  Soviets  had 
chalked  up  a  great  success.  A  mas- 
sive, Soviet-sponsored  international 
campaign  against  the  so-called  "neu- 
tron bomb"  was  followed  on  April 
7,  1978,  by  the  U.S.  decision  to  halt 
production  of  it. 

Since  the  fall  of  1979,  an  even  big- 
ger Soviet-sponsored  campaign  has 
been  in  full  swing,  this  time  with  two 
objectives:  to  prevent  production, 
anywhere,  of  the  "neutron  bomb"; 
and  to  mount  public  opinion  against 
deployment  of  the  new  generation  of 
nuclear  weapons. 

In  the  West,  there  is  widespread 
misunderstanding  of  the  nature  of 
this  campaign.  The  Soviets  are  past 
masters  in  the  "front"  technique, 
that  is,  the  use  of  front  organizations 
that  are  in  reality  controlled  by  the 
Communists,  but  which  attract 
enough  non-Communists  to  deceive 
public  opinion  about  the  true  levers 
of  control. 

In  the  wake  of  World  War  II,  the 
Soviets  set  up  a  number  of  interna- 
tional front  organizations — many  of 
which  are  actively  involved  even  to- 
day in  influencing  Western  European 
public  opinion,  and  the  most  impor- 
tant of  which  is  probably  the  World 
Peace  Council,  created  in  1948.  To- 
day the  WPC,  based  in  Helsinki, 
spearheads  the  Soviet  "peace"  drive 
all  over  the  world. 

The  WPC  acts  both  directly  and 
indirectly.  It  sponsors  big  interna- 
tional conferences,  trying  to  attract 
well-known  international  figures 
without  any  known  Communist  con- 
nections. One  of  its  major  partici- 
pants in  previous  campaigns  was  the 
British  philosopher  Bertrand  Rus- 
sell. 

But  the  WPC  also  has  a  coordinat- 
ing role,  sponsoring  committees  and 
subcommittees  in  various  countries, 
with  bewildering  name  changes  de- 
Continued . . . 
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signed  to  confuse  the  public  about 
links  with  the  WPC. 

In  the  U.S.,  for  instance,  the  names 
include:  the  Women's  International 
League  for  Peace  and  Freedom,  and 
the  Washington  Peace  Center.  In 
January,  these  bodies,  together  with 
the  Workers'  World  Party,  demon- 
strated against  the  confirmation  of 
Secretary  of  State  Alexander  Haig. 
Later  a  new  grouping  was  created, 
the  People's  Anti-War  Mobilization, 
which  marched  on  the  Pentagon  on 
May  3,  "to  stop  the  U.S.  war  build- 
up." 

It  must  be  understood  that  similar 
bodies  exist  in  all  NATO  countries, 
stage  similar  demonstrations  and  are 
vastly  influential  in  forming  public 
opinion.  For  example,  in  Holland 
and  Belgium,  offshoots  of  the  WPC 
organized  mass  demonstrations 
against  the  "neutron  bomb"  and  mis- 
siles modernization  in  the  fall  of 
1979.  Certainly  they  played  a  part 
in  the  Dutch  decision  to  defer  de- 
ployment of  the  new  weapons. 

In  Britain,  the  old  Campaign  for 
Nuclear  Disarmament  (CND)  has 
staged  an  astonishing  revival  in  re- 
cent months.  On  February  16,  actress 
Susannah  York  and  aged  Labor  poli- 
tician Lord  Fenner  Brockway  pre- 
sented a  CND  petition,  allegedly 
signed  by  500,000  people,  to  No.  10 
Downing  Street.  The  petition  pro- 
tested the  deployment  of  the  new 
weapons  on  British  soil. 

It  is  particularly  significant  that 
the  leader  of  Britain's  opposition 
Labor  Party  (and  potentially  the 
country's  next  PM),  Michael  Foot, 
is  a  leading  member  of  the  CND  and 
is  publicly  committed  to  unilateral 
disarmament  for  Britain  and  the 
withdrawal  of  American  military  in- 
stallations from  his  country.  The  cur- 
rent phase  of  the  campaign,  by  the 
way,  was  launched  in  Moscow  in 
February  1981,  with  a  declaration  by 
the  President  of  the  WPC. 

In  West  Germany  this  year  there 
have  been  a  number  of  violent  demon- 
strations outside  the  deployment  sites 
of  American  nuclear  installations. 

In  the  campaign  against  the  new 
weapons,  a  major  role  is  being  played 
by  the  Socialist  International,  in 
which  the  new  French  President  Mit- 
terrand is  a  leading  figure.  On  the 
surface,  this  body  is  simply  an  inter- 
national organization  of  socialist  and 


social  democratic  parties,  but  it  has 
close  relations  with  the  Soviet  Com- 
munist Party  and  a  number  of  its 
leaders  are  pro-Soviet. 

Through  such  bodies,  the  Soviets 
hope  to  make  it  politically  impossi- 
ble for  the  West  Europeans  to  ade- 
quately arm  themselves  no  matter 
what  their  governments  decide.  How 
successful  this  Communist  strategy 
will  eventually  be  is  a  matter  of  con- 
jecture. 

It  should  always  be  remembered 
that  at  all  times,  the  Soviet  Union 
has  the  initiative,  in  that  the  threat 
comes  from  that  country  alone.  The 
major  imponderable  as  these  lines 
were  written  was  Poland.  Will  the 
Soviets  invade  that  brave  country 
and  crush  the  Polish  workers'  bid 
for  independence?

In  1981,  at  least,  NATO  seems 
unlikely  to  be  confronted  by  a  Soviet 
invasion  of  Western  Europe  (which 
the  Alliance  is  pledged  to  resist), 
but  could  well  face  an  invasion  of 
Poland  (which  is  outside  the  Alli- 
ance's terms  of  reference).  Bearing 
this  in  mind,  here  is  a  short  West 
European  scorecard: 

Britain.  If  there  is  no  crisis,  agita- 
tion against  the  new  weapons  will 
continue  and  increase,  but  the  Con- 
servative government  will  stand  firm 
and  is  theoretically  in  power  until  the 
spring  of  1984.  If  the  Soviets  invade 
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Poland,  the  polarization  of  public 
opinion  will  deepen,  but  the  pro- 
defense  lobby  will  be  strengthened. 

West  Germany.  Even  without  a 
crisis,  the  present  Social  Democrat- 
Liberal  coalition  is  going  to  be  under 
increasing  strain,  with  the  new  weap- 
ons as  the  main  issue  of  contention. 
If  Poland  is  invaded,  however,  the 
coalition  could  well  break  up,  and  a 
new,  pro-U.S.  coalition  of  Liberals 
and  Christian  Democrats  could 
emerge. 

Holland.  The  May  elections  pro- 
duced a  fragile  situation.  Again,  the 
pro-Alliance  forces  would  be 
strengthened  by  a  Polish  invasion 
crisis. 

Belgium.  The  country  is  now  deep- 
ly divided,  both  on  ideological  and 
on  ethnic  lines,  with  splits  among  the 
French-speaking  Walloons  and 
among  the  Dutch-speaking  Flemings. 
Deployment  of  the  new  weapons 
seems  unlikely,  but  a  Polish  crisis 
would  strengthen  the  Alliance. 

Italy.  Another  country  in  deep 
crisis  though  for  different  reasons, 
including  corruption  in  high  places 
and  a  massive  wave  of  terrorism.  The 
government's  commitment  to  the  new 
weapons  would  be  endangered  if  the 
Socialists  came  to  power.  A  Polish 
crisis,  however,  would  split  the  pow- 
erful Communist  Party  as  well  as 
the  Socialists. 

France.  Even  though  some  of  the 
new  Ministers — notably  M.  Claude 
Cheysson,  the  Foreign  Minister — are 
strongly  anti-Soviet,  the  new  politi- 
cal situation  gives  cause  for  deep 
concern.  There  is  a  strong  Marxist 
element  in  the  Socialist  Party,  and 
parliamentary  dependence  on  the 
Communists  is  bound  to  weaken 
France's  defense  program.  Here 
again,  a  Polish  crisis  would  strength- 
en the  pro-Alliance  group  and 
discredit  the  extreme  left. 

To  summarize:  the  Alliance  is  cur- 
rently going  through  the  worst  crisis 
in  its  history.  The  U.S.  will  need  to 
stand  firm  and  make  maximum  use 
of  quiet  diplomacy  to  strengthen  the 
hand  of  European  leaders  who  favor 
the  Alliance,  but  are  under  pressure 
to  opt  out  of  the  new  weapons  sys- 
tems. On  balance,  however,  a  Soviet 
occupation  of  Poland  would  do  more 
to  restore  the  unity  of  the  Alliance 
than  anything  else,  by  utterly  dis- 
crediting those  who  wish  to  present 
the  USSR  as  a  peace-loving  power.  ■
